CWMBRAN NEW TOWN 


HE valley of Cwmbran, though in the eastern part of 
Monmouthshire, between Newport on the’ Severn 
estuary, and Pontypool, is almost identical. in character with 


the country further west in Glamorgan.. A small river, two - 


railway lines and a canal run through the valley, from north 
tosouth. When the Minister of Town and Country Planning, 
in November, 1949, designated this area as the site of a new 
town for a population of 35,000, he set the local Development 
Corporation a complex and difficult problem, though he was 
undoubtedly justified in regarding the district as one demand- 
ing reorganisation. 

This region is mainly farm land of the medium or lower 


grades, but scattered about it are a number of fairly important : 


industrial undertakings employing 6,000 workers, some of 
whom reside outside the area. On the other hand, many of 
the present population of 13,000 work in Newport or Ponty- 
pool. This is,.of course, only normal where members of a 
family follow. various occupations, but the ideal urban struc- 
ture tries to avoid it as far as possible. 

The Development Corporation engaged Messrs. A. 
Minoprio and H. G. C. Spencely, FF.R.I.B.A., together 
with Mr. P. W. Macfarlane, F.R.I.C.S., to prepare a scheme 
and these acknowledge the services of others who assisted them. 
Their report is now issued and its comprehensive and care- 
fully studied’ character demands a somewhat further review 
than usual. 












The report opens with a description of the district from 
which some particulars have already been given. The 
area is 3,100 acres, approximately a square, some 2} miles 
from north to south and east to west; the River Afon 
Lwyd flows rapidly in a winding course through the eastern 
part and the adjacent land is given up to the schools campus, 
a park and other open spaces. West of this runs the .two 
railway lines with a diagonal link about a mile in length 
between them. Further west is the canal, partially derelict 
and no longer used for transport. This canal practically 
bisects the site; the part to the west being allocated to the 
residential and agricultural requirements. It is noted that a 
flood prevention scheme, including the removal of silt and 
stones from the river, will be needed to make the adjoining 
meadows useful for the purpose intended, such as playing 
fields, etc. 

The road pattern is based on the fact that the Newport- 
Abergavenny trunk road, A4o42, passes along the eastern 
boundary of the site, and will give access to it by branches at 
the N.E. and S.E. corners, as well as at several intermediate 
points. A main road will run between the railway lines and 
a ring road towards the west will enclose about a square mile 
of the site, including the town centre. The positions of 
other roads are influenced by the zoning and the existing road 
pattern. 

It is pointed out that new bridges, viaducts or under-passes 
are required to overcome the barriers of the railway lines, 
river and canal and link together the east and west sides of the 
town. It was thought that improvements in the railway 
system might include the substitution of a main central 
station for the present four minor stations, but the Railway 
Executive, for various reasons, did not, agree to this. ‘The 
question in this case is not easy to decide, but it adds a further 
example to the number in which town planning has suffered 
from an unco-operative attitude of British Railways.. The 
present use of helicopters suggests that these would be the 
more appropriate form of air transport for Cwmbran, so a 
suitable landing ground has been indicated to the south of the 
town centre. 

Local industry in the designated area is of three kinds, old- 
established metal processing, brickworks and the recent light 
industry groups; in all there are 20 firms. The tinplate 
and nut and bolt works present the problem -of effluent 
disposal, and the brickworks that of reinstatement of the 
land when production has exhausted it. Most of the indus- 
trial sites, especially those of the third. kind, are alongside 
the railways. It would be uneconomic to displace them, 
and in general they have been embodied in the new plan. 
In addition to the above 20 firms, which employ 6,500 people, 
there are four large factories within six miles of Cwmbran ; 
a steel works and glass works, together with ordnance and 
nylon factories. As the sites of the latter two were chosen 
by reason of their isolation, it is probable that many of the 
workers will elect to live in Cwmbran. 

The new town’s ultimate population of 35,000 is’estimated 
te include 11,000 workers in factories, and 5,000 in service 
industries. Existing workers, however, including those in 
the four factories outside the area, number 13,300 in manu- 
facturing, and 600 in service industry. The increases expected 
will provide jobs for considerably more than the 
16,000 workers in the new town. The problem is therefore 
to provide more houses near the work rather than more jobs, 
as no additiofal large scale employment is needed. Unemploy- 
ment, incidentally, is at present less than 2 per cent. of insured 
workers. ; 

While these facts indicate that no additional land need be 
allotted to industry, it would be prudent to leave a small 
margin for expansion or reorganisation, and to relate this to 
the extensive residential areas; some additional reserves 
are therefore included near the railways and in a belt for 
service industries to the west of the town centre. 
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The town centre itself is given an open,site between the 
two railways, the most central and reasonable position 
available and one, together with the Central Park, enclosed 
with the ring road. It is planned to afford good sites for a 
public hali, offices cnd flats, fire station, church, cinemas, 
market and department stores ; at the south end are grouped 
the town hall and municipal offices, public library, college 
and arts centre with an hotel near the railway station. 

The proposed distribution of the population around this 
area is based on the present seven village groups Along the 
south and western borders a margin of farm land and wood- 
land is reserved, while a green belt is indicated outside. 

There are some pleasant landscape effects within and around 
the area and these suggest that they should be carefully 
supplemented by the restoration of some places left derelict 
by mineral workings. ‘The district is not very fortunate in 
the interest and architectural value of its buildings. There 
is but one medieval church, a few farm houses and cottages 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries and other buildings 
of some claim to distinction, but on the whole, the new town 
will have to frame its own efforts at architectural distinction in 
a setting which seems to be well devised by a liberal allowance 
of parks and other open spaces. Apart from the town 
centre the numerous schools of various grades will help to 
break the monotony of extensive residential developments. 


TRAINING OF GENERAL FOREMEN 


THE shortage of capable general foremen prompted the 

National Federation of Building Trades Employers 
to set up, in 1948, a Standing Committee for the Training of 
General Foremen in the Building Industry, consisting of 
representatives of the Federation itself and of the Association 
of Technical Institutions, the Association of Principals of 
Technical Institutions, the Ministry of Education, the 
London Builders’ Foremen’s Association, the National 
Federation of Clerks of Works and Builders’ Foremen and 
the. Institute of Builders, with Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish 
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as chairman, and Mr. J. A. Paton Walker as secretary. First, 
a Report on Training and a Syllabus was issued, followed by 
Notes for the Guidance of Lecturers. In October this year, 
the First Report on the Work of the Committee was issued 
showing that fair progress was being made in evolving and 
developing training courses for the technical supervisory 
grades of the industry in technical colleges in various parts of 
the country. 


The problem is a dual one—i.e., short term and long term— 
first, to improve the administrative skill and general technical 
knowledge of those men who already hold supervisory posts, 
many of whom, without general technical education or 
instruction, have won their way up from the position of 
craftsman or craft foreman; and, second, to provide courses 
for the younger craftsmen who have successfully completed 
their craft apprenticeships, reached City and Guilds Final 
or Full Technological Certificate standard, and perhaps 
obtained an Ordinary or Higher National Certificate in 
Building. Many of these younger men are well suited to 
undertaking a final course of training in administration and 
general organisation to qualify themselves as general foremen. 

The need for the short-term type of course will, no doubt, 
largely disappear with the lapse of time, and general foremen 
will tend to reach their positions by way of a recognised 
progressive course of study following craft and industrial 
experience ; and the ultimate aim will be to introduce some 
form of qualitative certification on a national basis. In the 
meantime, the Standing Committee is keeping the whole 
matter under review and taking any necessary action. The 
success of the scheme depends to a great extent’on the co-op- 
eration of employers, who are urged not only to select and 
encourage suitable candidates to undertake the courses, but 
to assist in the setting-up and staffing of the courses at 
technical colleges. Full particulars of the courses are given 
in reports and notes, obtainable from the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, 82, New Cavendish- 
street, London, W.1.

MUSEUMS FOR CARRIAGES 


Some of the finest examples of the 
craftsmanship of former days are to be 
found in horse-drawn carriages, and 
Maidstone is justly proud of its Museum 
of Carriages, which has been opened 
since the war. The idea of forming 
such a museum first occurred to. Mr. 
S. H. Loweth, F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., Kent 
County Architect, when he discovered 
three derelict coaches in a tumble-down 
barn, and the Maidstone Museum of 
Carriages, in the Archbishop’s Stables, 
Mill-street, was eventually formed as the 
result of his efforts, and those of other 
collaborators, among whom Sir Garrard 
Tyrwhitt-Drake, a former Mayor of 
Maidstone, took a leading part. 

At.a recent lecture by Sir Garrard 
Tyrwhitt-Drake, at the Royal Society of 
Arts, it was disclosed, in the discussion, 
that the Maidstone Museum is the only 
one of its kind in the country, but that 
there are numbers of fine carriages in 
other counties that will soon be lost for 
all time if efforts are not made to save 
them. Mr. Loweth has _ accordingly 
put forward the suggestion that two other 
carriage museums should be formed, one 
in, say, Bristol, and another in the north, 
possibly at Manchester, and he is under- 
stood to be making inquiries into the matter. 
Maidstone has had to refuse a number of 
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carriages because they are duplicates, 
and these, he suggests, would help to build 
up the new museums which, in turn, 
would probably be able to help Maidstone 
in a similar manner. As things stand at 
present a single fire at Maidstone could 
rob the country of a valuable heritage. 


TALL FLATS FOR BRISTOL 


LARGE CITIES are experiencing increasing 
difficulty in finding sufficient land within 
their boundaries for housing purposes. 
In his report for the year ended Septem- 
ber 30 last, presented to the City Council 
on December 18, Mr. J. Nelson Meredith, 
F.R.1.B.A., Bristol City Architect, states 
that due to this cause the city’s annual 
housing programme “will increasingly 
comprise dwellings in multi-storey build- 
ings up to nine storeys in height.” 

Mr. Meredith goes on to point out that 
this type of building involves considerably 
more architectural work than with the 
repetitive work of normal cottage develop- 
ment, and that in the next few years, the 
staff engaged thereon must accordingly 
increase. In this connection an earlier 
statement in the report that at no 
time during the year under review has 
the department been up to establishment, 
despite repeated advertising for qualified 
architects, assumes added interest: are 
we about to experience a shortage of 
architects, or are the terms that city 
corporations can offer insufficiently attrac- 
tive ? 

The year saw the completion of the 
Colston Hall and the erection of the first 
shop in the new Broadmead shopping 
precinct. 

It was reported that the cost of the 
department for the last financial year was 
£85,932. The aggregate value of build- 
ing works for which the department was 
responsible during that period was 
£3,081,682. 


THE PENNINE WAY 


BeFrorE he vacated the office of 
Minister of Town and Country Planning, 
Mr. Dalton officially approved the route’ 
for the Pennine Way. This is the first 
long distance route approved under the 
National Parks Act of 1949. It is 
intended for walkers and riders on horse- 
back. . It will be 250 miles long, running 
from Kirk Yetholm, just across the 
Scottish Border, to Edale in Derbyshire. 
It runs through the Cheviots, along the 
Roman Wall, over Cross Fell, through the 
wildest and loneliest crossing of the 
Pennines by Birkdale and Maize Beck 
to High Cup Nick, along the Tees past 
two. magnificent waterfalls at Caldon Snout 
and High Force, along the western ridge 
of the Pennines, cutting in between the 
industrial regions of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, then through the Peak National 
Park and over the moors of Black Hill, 
Bleaklow and Kinder Scout, to Edale in 
Derbyshire. It runs through nine coun- 
ties south of the Scottish border. 


FACILITIES FOR CREMATION 


THE NEED for making the best use of 
every acre in this crowded island is 
generally accepted; for this reason alone 
many agree with the need to restrict the 
growth of cemeteries by the provision of 
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adequate facilities for cremation. Nothing 
could be more dreary or depressing to 
the eye than some of the vast cemeteries 
that have developed round our large 
cities in modern times, and aesthetic 
considerations also deserve attention. 

Today, throughout the country, 
municipal cemeteries cover’ more than 
25,000 acres, in addition to the graveyards 
of churches. The shortage of land in and 
immediately around our towns and cities, 
and the urgent claims of housing, industry, 
schools, playing fields and other open 
spaces, make it more than ever urgent that 
we should place some check upon the 
spread of cemeteries. Even after a long 
lapse of time, it is very difficult, both 
legally and physically, to divert cemeteries 
back to other uses. 

Mr. Hugh Dalton, while still Minister 
of Local Government and Planning, gave 
some interesting facts. He said that 
in 1925 there were 16 crematoria in 
Great Britain; in 1935 there were 39; 
in 1945 there were 58, and still only 58 in 
1950, though extensions to six existing 
crematoria had been authorised in 1949- 
50, and in 1950 he authorised the building 
of six new crematoria. ‘“ This year four 
other centres have been chosen for new 
crematoria—in S.W. Middlesex, Halifax, 
Wolverhampton, and Porchester near 
Portsmouth, and there will be extensions 
of crematoria at Camberwell and Man- 
chester. All these have been chosen so 
as to spread the facilities for cremation as 
widely as -possible over the country in 
relation to the demand,” said Mr. Dalton. 
All the new crematoria authorised since 
the war were municipal. The percentage 
of cremations to total deaths had risen 
from 8.0 to 15.0 between 1945 and 1950. 


THE LATE HARRY BATSFORD 


WE REGRET to announce the death of 
Mr. Harry Batsford, chairman and manag- 
ing director of Messrs. B. T. Batsford, the 
well-known publishers, who died suddenly 
in London on December 20 at the age 
of 71. ‘The reproductions of architectural 
compositions by his firm have always 
been of a high standard, and Mr. 
Batsford’s work in this field was recog- 
nised in 1926 by his election as 
honorary A.R.I.B.A.

FROM “ THE BUILDER” OF 1851

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OLD HOUSES IN NASSAU, BAHAMAS 


Queen Anne and Georgian Designs Adapted to a Warm Climate

(COLUMBUS landed at San Salvador in 

the Bahamas in 1492, but no serious 
attempt to occupy the islands was made by 
Spain or any other country for many years 
following that event. 
depopulated by the Spaniards, who carried 
off the native Indians to work in their mines 
at Haiti and Peru, a labour -for which they 
were physically unfit and in which they 
perished, and the islands were largely 
uninhabited until the time of Elizabeth, 
Queen of England, when they began to. be 
occupied by English settlers. In 1629 the 
Bahamas were included in a Royal Grant 
to Sir Robert Heath, Attorney-General of 
England, and in 1647 a London company 
called “ Eleutherian Adventurers ” settled on 
them. After many vicissitudes, including fre-

quent conflicts with the Spaniards and the 
French, the Bahamas passed finally under 
British rule by the Treaty of Versailles in 
1783. 

An ‘old book preserved in the public 
library at Nassau entitled “ Historical 
Memorandum Relating to Forts in New 
Providence,” undated, but bearing the 
impress of veracity, contains this statement: 
“In 1690 the church was rebuilt and a fort 
of 28 guns erected to protect the town, com- 
pleted in 1697. The town at that time con- 
sisted of 160 houses and was called Nassau.” 
The church referred to probably occupied 
the site of the present cathedral, which was 
again rebuilt about 1840 and enlarged some 
30 years later. Some of the older houses 
of Nassau, or parts of them, may possibly 
be among the 160 men- 
tioned in the book, but

the oldest I have exam- 
ined date from the early 
years of the eighteenth 
century and are of 
Queen Anne or early 
Georgian character. All 
bear the distinct imprint 
of English work, adap- 
ted to the climate of 
the island. 

Generally, these 
houses are built of local 
stone, ‘which is a coral, 
soft when first quarried 
but: becoming hard: on 
long exposure to. the 
air, large. : ‘projecting 
stones. with chamfered 
edges being used at the 
corners. The houses 
are of two or ‘three 
storeys and. are en- 
closed,. often. on three 
sides only but occasion- 
ally’ all: round; by two 
_or three tiers of timber 
verandas, with handrails 
having . balusters of 
various patterns. The 
roofs are covered with 
shingles. 
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Since the climate is agreeably warm during 
the whole winter the artificial warming of 
the rooms is normally unnecessary and fire- 
places within the houses are rare. But in 
the courtyard, well away from the house, 
there was always.a kitchen having at one-end 
a large fireplace, from 6 ft. to 8 ft. wide, for 
cooking purposes, and one jamb of the fire- 
place contained a large domed oven. Many 
of the old kitchens have been destroyed but 
some of them still remain. There was a 
draw-well with windlass and bucket in the 
courtyard. 


A HOUSE OF 1710 


One of the best preserved and oldest of 
these houses is the Deanery (Figs. 1, 2, and 
3) in Cumberland-street, which was acquired 
by the church authorities in modern times 
but actually dates from about 1710 and is 
practically in its original condition. It is of 
three storeys and is built of stone with cham- 
fered quoins. - Verandas of three tiers are 
carried round the east, west and north sides; 
the north side faces towards the sea. There 
are three rooms in each of. the two lower 
storeys and four in the third storey, the 
rooms of the basement being divided. by 
stone walls and those of the upper floors 
by wood partitions. Here in one of the 
smaller rooms of the top storey there isan 
ordinary fireplace having a moulded mantel- 
piece and flanked by shaped wood pilasters. 

The fittings of this house, its doors, dados 
and cornices are of typical Queen Anne

character ; some of the dados of the rooms 
of the second storey have been removed: 
The kitchen occupies the largest portion 
of a separate building, measuring externally 
47 ft. by 17 ft. and standing well away from 
the house on the other side of a wide court- 
yard ; the building being of one storey with 
a timber roof covered with shingles. The 
kitchen is paved with brick and has at the 
south end a fireplace, 8 ft. 6 in. wide, with 
a large domed oven opening off from its 
east jamb. The north end of the building, 
divided from the kitchen by a thick stone 
wall without opening, is occupied by a room 
measuring internally 14 ft. 3 in. by 12 ft. 
9 in. Of the three outer walls of this room 
that towards the courtyard, which must have 
contained the entrance doorway, has been 
pulled down. The remaining ‘two have 
narrow loopholes in lieu of windows. 


THE SLAVES’ QUARTERS 


The whole of this long outhouse is known 
locally as the. “slaves’ quarters” and the 
loopholes in the smaller room are gunloops 
for defence. No doubt during the time 
of the early occupants of these premises 
this building ‘was used principally by the 
domestic slaves. But the true purpos¢ of 
the largest part, with its relatively: large win- 
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men

dows, its wide fireplace and its oven, was for 
use as a kitchen. The smaller room was, 
doubtless; the sleeping quarters of the slave 
attendants, who were probably locked in dur- 
ing the night. The loopholes in the walls, 
which are similar to those constructed in 
barns, too narrow to permit of escape, were 
for ventilation. Their form is totally differ- 
ent from that of gun embrasures of. the 
period and if used for such defence the result 
would probably have been as fatal to the 
defenders as to the assailants. — 


Another’ well preserved house of similar 
character but of slightly later date stands on 
the north side of Bay-street, east of its junc- 
tion with Victoria-avenue (Fig. 4). It is 
built of stone with projecting quoins and 
is of three storeys, enclosed on three sides 
by verandas. The lower storey is now 
adapted to commercial uses and the upper 
storeys are divided into apartment dwellings. 
Here, the old garden wall with gate and 
corner posts is preserved. 


A fine example of a two-storey house. of

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this period stands at the junction of Cumber- 
land-street with Marlborough-street (Fig. 5). 
As in’ the last house noted the roof space 
is utilised for attics, lighted by dormer win- 
dows. The house is now used largely for 
shops and a laundry. 

A house of about 1740 stands on the 
south side of-Bay-street near its junction 
with Market-street, and is now adapted to 
the purposes of a restaurant and ¢comimerce 
(Fig. 6). It is of two storeys and attics, 
with a veranda of two storeys anda fine row 
of dormer windows towards Bay-street. The 
two following houses are also of this period: 
No. 38 George-street and a house in Bay- 
street, now used as a club. The first is a 
two-storey house completely surrounded by 
verandas; it has an entrance hall with a 
fine geometrical stairway at the far end and 
four large rooms on each floor. Isolated 
from the house on the far side of a court- 
yard there is a kitchen with wide fireplace, 
much restored. The second stands end on 
to Bay-street, east of its junction with 
Frederick-street, and is partly obscured by 
shops; it is of the same character as 
described above and has verandas and 
dormer windows. Isolated from this house 
to the south is its old kitchen with a wide 
fireplace and domed oven; unfortunately,

the fine chimney-stack of the kitchen was 
blown down during a hurricane a few years

A two-storey house on the east side and 
near the north end of Charlotte-street, also 





built about 1750 and the eastern extension 
added during the Regency (1810-1820). The 
house is built of stone’ with projecting 
quoins, the western and older portion being 
of two storeys and attics and the eastern 
portion. of two tall storeys. Verandas, 
originally carried all round, now extend

of this period, is built on an outcrop of 
rock, the west side of the rock, towards 
Charlotte-street, being cut to a sheer verti- 
cal face (Fig. 7). In addition to the two 
main storeys there are a low basement and 
an attic. The passage below the veranda, 
facing Charlotte-street, has been cut out 
of the natural rock, leaving a solid parapet 
wall towards the street. 

Unquestionably one of the finest of the 
historical buildings of Nassau is Adderley 
House, facing Bay-street at the south-east 
corner of Rawson-square (Fig. 8). It is 
evidently of two periods—the western half

along both the north and south fronts and 
across the east end, the upper tier being 
fitted with wooden sun-screens which oper- 
ate like Venetian blinds, In the older part of 
the house the posts of the verandas dividing 
the bays have moulded capitals and bases, 
while those of the later part are plain. The 
star-shaped panels of the balustrade, the 
sun-screens, and probably the arcaded 
infilling of the upper tier of the veranda 
all belong to the Regency period. Except 
for a gabled bay between the two parts, 
the ground floor of this house is now 
occupied by offices, stores and shops, but 
the upper floors, from end to end, still form 
a single residence, 

The gabled bay contains the entrance hall, 
with a fine. mahogany stairway having a 
skilfully twisted and moulded handrail and 
a sturdy square newel at the foot. The 
western portion of the residence is divided 


‘into several rooms of which the highest are 


10 ft. 6in. from floor to ceiling. The east- 
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ern portion forms one large and magnificent 
drawing-room 31 ft. long, 25 ft. wide and 
15 ft. 2in. high. This room retains its 
Regency decorations intact—tall windows 
alternating with tall white panels in foliated 
borders, a deep moulded and coved cornice, 
large decorated centrepiece and chandeliers. 
The garden originally extended northwards 
to the seashore and contained a kitchen 
with wide fireplace. 


THE OLD FORTS 


There are three old forts at Nassau: Fort 
Charlotte, on the west side of the city; 
Fort Montagu, on the east side; and Fort 
Fincastle, on the high ground dominating 
the city on the south. The first fortification 
to be built on the island, called Fort Nassau, 
stood on the site now occupied by the 
British Colonial Hotel. . Fort Nassau was 
first built in 1687, was rebuilt on more 
advanced lines in 1741 and finally destroyed 
in 1837; -it became obsolete when Fort 
Charlotte was raised on the more domina- 
ting site further west. Its well, known as 
“ Blackbeard’s well,” still remains in the 
hotel grounds. All the three existing forts 
are built of squared stone, quarried locally, 
with ashlar facing, the stone being of the 
character described above. 


Fort Charlotte is a long and relatively 
narrow structure, running east and west, 
entirely surrounded by a wide dry moat. 
(Fig. 9.) The moat is so deep that although 
the fort is actually of considerable height 
it appears to be low from the surrounding 
ground. It is about 640 ft. long and 
was built progressively in three distinct 
parts, all within the three years 1787-1790. 
The first part, retaining the name which 
now applies to the whole, is the eastern 
portion with the two bastions; next the 
narrow middle portion with the expansion 


at the end, called Fort Stanley; and thirdly 


the isolated part still further west, called 
Fort D’Arcy. 


The body of the fort, below -the gun 
emplacement, is honeycombed by a maze 
of vaulted cellars, largely cut out of the 
solid natural rock, for use as magazines, 
stores and lodgings for troops; in one of 
the cellars there is a deep well. Under- 
ground passages connect the cellars with 
Fort D’Arcy and with a casemate on the 
other side of the moat at the north-east 
of the fort. A bridge, now destroyed, with 
a drawbridge at the fort end, crossed the 
moat from a doorway half-way in the height 
of the fort to a redan on the north side 


of the moat, the redan having a large . 


vaulted cellar beneath. The guns were 
mounted on the flat stone roof of the fort, 
the largest working on swivels with wide 
ambits and firing over the parapets, and 
others firing through embrasures in the 
parapets. The fort mounted about 42 guns. 


About 100 yards to the east of the fort

there is a rectangular vaulted outwork of 
the same period. This is a one-storey 
structure, looking east and west, with a 
pointed prow at the east end. It provided 
considerable accommodation for troops and 
stores in its strong vaulted apartment and 
an emplacement on its flat stone roof for 
guns firing in all directions over the parapet. 


Fort Montagu is a relatively small struc- 
ture, 60ft. square, standing on the sea front 
at a point where the beach takes a sharp 
bend to the south, forming a right-angle 
looking north-east (Figs. 10, 11). It has 
high -parapeted walls and a low tower in 
the middle of the west front; the entrance 
is on the west through the tower. The fort 
was built in 1741-1742 by Peter Henry 
Bruce, an engineer sent out from England, 
and stands on the site of an earlier fort, 
begun in 1728, Within the fort are a “ bomb 
proof ” magazine, with a capacity of 95 
barrels of powder, a guard room and 
accommodation for officers and men. The 
fort was said to require an officer and 50 
men for its ordinary guard. All the rain- 
water falling on the fort was collected and 
stored in a specially designed terraced cistern 
holding 30 tons of water and having a 
drain ‘to carry off the overflow. The: guns 
were mounted on the flat stone roof, worked

Lord Dunmore, 
Governor of the 
Bahamas, and is by 
far the most interesting of the three 
forts. It consists of a circular part, 
84 ft. diameter, and a long prow, or 
spur, pointing ‘eastwards; the whole 
surrounded by a- wide dry moat. The 
entrance is on ‘the south side by a doorway 
at the level of the bottom of the moat and 
a flight of steps leading up to the large 
gun emplacement of the circular part, 9 ft. 
above the sill of the doorway. On this 
emplacement are now three large guns, 
working on semi-circular swivels and point- 
ing respectively west, north-west and south- 
west; these all fired over the parapet. The 
prow rises 17 ft. 6in. above this level, first 
to a platform, 12 ft. 2in. above, forming 
a second gun emplacement, and then to a 
low pointed stone roof. On the platform 
were two smaller guns, now removed, which 
fired through embrasures, one on either side 
of the prow, and pointed respectively north- 
east and south-east. 


The function of the prow was to contain 
within its thick masonry the necessary 
vaulted chambers, and it was designed in 
a pointed shape for protection against heavy 
artillery; cannon balls striking against its 
sloping surfaces being ricochetted away 
from the fort. The vaulted chambers pro- 
vided secure accommodation for ammuni- 
tion, stores and troops. 


It is to be regretted that a large tree 
has been allowed to grow unchecked out of 
the south side of this old fortification, of 
exceptional value in form and construction, 
greatly to the injury of its fine masonry. 
The fort is now used as a signal station. 


NASSAU CATHEDRAL 


Considerable alterations and repairs have 
recently been carried, out on the chancel 
of Nassau Cathedral. One of the difficulties 
was that the altar rose 5 in. above the cill 
of the large east window, thus silhouetting 
the priest against a high light. 

The architect’s recommendations included 
the extension of the ‘chancel further west- 
wards; the lowering to new levels and the 
repaving of the chancel floor; the*provision 
and placing in new positions of choir stalls 
in mahogany, which is termite proof; the 
building of a vestry beyond the east wall of 
the south aisle; and the remodelling of the 
south chapel. As the result of the lowering 
of the floor of the chancel the general effect 
of the east end is greatly improved, the top of 
the altar now being 2 ft. 1 in. below the cill 
of the east window instead of 5 in. above it. 
The architect is Mr. Sidney Toy, F.R.I.B.A. 
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PLANNING OF HOSPITAL WARDS 


IR,—I have read with interest, but 
with not much enlightenment, Mr. 
Davies’s reply to my letter published in 
your issue of December 7, and am dis- 
appointed that so many of my questions 
were not answered. 


Mr. Davies refers to his studies of American 
and Continental practice. I, too, have studied 
many American and other countries’. plans, 
and have visited Stockholm where I went over 
both the great hospitals in that beautiful city, 
I cannot agree with Mr. Davies that there was 
any great economy in space planning evident 
in either of them, as they were both designed 
lavishly in space and are most elaborate and 
costly in their equipment. To my mind, 
these are good faults, as the first gives ample 
opportunity for future expansion and the 
second means that only “‘ the best ” was con- 
sidered good enough, which would indicate 
that a watchful eye had been kept on annual 
maintenance charges, a point which is often 
forgotten when selecting details of finishings, 

My partner, Mr. Charles Scriven, has 
recently returned from a visit to America, 
where he was able to see a number of hospitals 
in the Middle West. He was not particularly 
impressed, and doubted whether they were 
as far ahead of us in planning ideas as we think 
they ought to be or they think they are, and 
this in spite of their acknowledged capacity 
over the last 10 or 12 years to have been able 
to develop their many new hospitals. 

I do not “‘ condemn ideas merely because 
they originate outside this country,” but I 
do seriously suggest that these ideas will have 
to be most carefully “‘ vetted” before any 
attempt is made to graft them on to our 
traditional methods of administration, nursing 
organisation, planning and methods of con- 
struction. It is not enough to say that because 
modern methods of construction make it 
possible to do comic things with reinforced 
concrete, that they must be the right way. 

Now may I take Mr. Davies’s points. 

(1) and (2). The Nursing Unit.—From what 
Mr. Davies says, one of the principal objects 
of this Greenock experiment is to attempt to 
evolve a different nursing organisation from 
that now pertaining. Why? What is wrong 
with our nursing system? ‘To my knowledge 
it is accepted as one of, if not the most success- 
ful and humane systems in the world. Why, 
if this is true, as I believe it is, does it want 
changing ? I doubt very much whether a 
panel of hospital matrons with their very wide 
knowledge of the art of nursing would sub- 
scribe to or even accept any other than very 
minor changes in organisation. Certainly 
they would not accept any change which 
would make a highly qualified sister nothing 
more than an “‘ interviewer ” or make a nurse 
into a “‘ supervisor.” 

Surely, the sister’s first duty is to “ look 
after’ her patients and her nurses, and the 
nurse’s duty to “nurse” her patients? 
Upon these two sets of duties depends the 
ultimate well-being and cure of the patients. 
One of the criticisms that has been offered 
of the American and Continental system of 
nursing is the very impersonal atmosphere 
created, patients being numbered and not 
named, and mathematical precision employed 
rather than the humanities. If that is to be 
the result of this suggested experiment in 
reorganisation of nursing services, something 
very precious will have been lost. 


With regard to detail, if 32 beds are accepted 
as a reasonable number that can be admin- 
istered by one sister, I still cannot under- 
stand why there should be an internal split 
into two halves of 16 beds each, with two 
““ nurses’ stations.” Incidentally, when dis- 











cussing this ward layout with an eminent 
Matron of a great teaching hospital, she Asked 
me why it was necessary to place these two 
nurses at tables immediately outside the bath- 
rooms, and in the way of all traffic to and from 
the four rooms in the central space. I was 
quite unable to tell her, but suggested that it 
was to obtain a symmetrical layout ! 

Mr. Davies does not answer my question 
as to how many nurses will be required, by 
day and by night, to administer the unit, nor 
did I not suggest ‘‘ nursing economies ” by 
having fewer single rooms, but pointed out 
that if as many as eight single rooms were 
included in the unit the result would, in- 
evitably, mean an increase of nursing staff. 

While I agree with Mr. Davies that the 
modern tendency is to get patients up and 
walking about much sooner, this is likely to 
apply more to surgical patients than medical. 
But it must be remembered that this ‘‘ early 
ambulation ” is only on the instructions of 
the doctor or surgeon in charge, and most 
certainly not for the purpose of “ reducing the 
load of nursing work.” As for the numbers 
likely to be “‘ ambulant,” the 75 per cent 
mentioned by Mr. Davies sounds to me 
excessive, as in figures it» means that out of a 
total. of 32 beds, 24 patients would be up and 
about during some part of the day. 


(3) Building Economy.—Mr. Davies is, of 
course, quite right and I agree when he says 
that rooms should be designed for their 
particular purpose, but even so there is often 
a tendency, in the interests of economy, to cut 
down the sizes below the level of practical 
use found necessary by experience, and when 
once built it becomes difficult and costly to 
increase the sizes. , ‘ 

Looking again at the detailed plan and 
again noting the very close proximity of the 
doors to the ward kitchen, treatment room 
and service lift, I cannot see how it will be 
possible to prevent congestion and incon- 
venience at this point, and when studying 
afresh the next two rooms, the clean and dirty 
utility rooms (how.I hate these American 
titles !) I note that the door to the sink room 
(beg pardon, dirty utility room) is shown to 
open outwards ; this is really bad, and the 
only reason I can see is because, if it opened 
inwards, it would be impossible to get into 
the room at all, owing to the bad positional 
planning of the bedpan steriliser! Apart 
from this, I fancy a nurse with her hands full 
would find it difficult to open this door towards 
herself, I would suggest that this room and its 
equipment want drastic replanning and that a 
swing-both-ways door should be introduced. 

Mr. Davies is apparently banking on mobile 
beds for pushing the patients around. I was 
told in Stockholm that that was their idea also, 
but experience showed that it would not work. 

I agree with Mr. Davies that the plan is in- 
applicable to a teaching hospital, but I should 
like to know whether this experimental layout 
is to be considered a prototype for all future 
ward units throughout the country, irres- 
pective of site or individual local medical 
and /or surgical requirements ; in other words, 
will this plan become a stock-pattern blue- 
print to be dished out to all and sundry? If 
so, what a pity and what a mistake ! 

As for the actual method of construction, 
Mr. Davies makes it clear that the internal 
walls are the weight-bearing members. What 
I would like to know is whether any considera- 
tion has been paid to the ultimate stability 
of the building under war conditions, includ- 
ing blastand bombing. Certainly multi-storey 
flats have been built in London on this method, 
Init there is a world of difference in the 
methods of construction between a block of 
flats which are commercial and domestic and 
a hospital which is classed under the London 
Building Acts as a public building. 

I could multiply my criticisms of this 
scheme but hesitate to take up too much of 
your valuable space. I. would, however, like 
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to add one further point. Mr. Davies refers 
to Miss Florence Nightingale and her revolu- 
tionary ideas. Is he suggesting that for 
go years her ideas, modified as they have been 
many times during these years, are now 
completely effete, and that in the gist year, 
this year of grace 1951, this suggested plan is, 
while admittedly experimental, the solution 
to all our difficulties in ward planning? 
Personally I cannot be persuaded that this is so,

LONDON HOUSING 
AND THE NEW TOWNS 


An Interview with 
Mr. A. Reginald Stamp 
By Our Own Representative 


6 eles way to a solution of London’s 
intractable housing problem was 
outlined by Mr. A. Reginald Stamp, 
Chairman of the London County. Council’s 
Housing Committee, in a special inter- 
view with a _ representative of ~The 
Builder last -week. Sarit 
The outstanding difficulty facing the 
L.C.C. in the execution of their 20-year 
Development Plan, which, on December 18, 
was unanimously approved by the Council 
for submission to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, is that of finding 
accommodation outside the county for 


‘the overspill of 380,000 people that im- 


plementation of the plan will involve. 


Asked how one of the greatest 
weaknesses of existing arrangements with 
the New Towns could be overcome, 
namely, the re-occupation of factory 
premises where original firms have moved 
out to a New Town, Mr. Stamp said that 
at present it was quite beyond the financial 
powers of the Council to buy up all 
such premises for the purposes of re- 
development. What was wanted was 
some closer tie-up with the New Towns, 
and the Goyernment, whereby the 
development charges collected for the 
new factories outside London could be 
transferred to the L.C.C. for the acquisi- 
tion of the old premises ; at present the 
Council received, except in special cases, 
only 20 per cent. of the development 
value, which was quite inadequate. Until 
something was done in this matter the 
Council would not even begin on the 
‘slippery slope’ of displacing the vast 
number of non-conforming users. 


EXHAUSTION OF SITES 


Another aspect of the overspill problem 
that is worrying the Council is the rapid 
exhaustion of its own extra-county housing 
sites. In 1952 the Council, said Mr. 
Stamp, expect to build 10,900 houses 
on these sites ; in 1953, 8,500; in 1954, 
5,000; and in 1955, 2,000; after which 
the sites will be completely built up. 
This meant that in the next few years it 
will be necessary for the New Towns to 
speed up their housing production by 
11,000 homes a year, which is the-present 
rate of L.C.C. production outside the 
county. : 

Such a speed-up by the New Towns 
is not deemed possible, Mr. Stamp 
continued, and the L.C.C. are therefore 
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looking to the 60 or so local authority 
areas around London which form the 
potential expanded towns. While legisla- 
tion which, it is hoped, will be passed by 
Parliament next year provides for financial 
assistance to the expanded towns, and 
will give county councils and county 
boroughs-powers to build in the expanded 
towns themselves, the L.C.C. would 
itself like to have the opportunity of 
getting work going on five or six expanded 
town sites. Mr. Stamp asserted, in this 
connection, that his Council’s housing 
organisation was capable of doubling 
its present annual output of 11,000 houses. 

‘* If there is no movement on these lines 
then I would like to state categorically 
that the County of London Development 
Plan is dead from the commencement,” 
said Mr. Stamp: 

One of the difficulties facing out- 
county authorities if the L.C.C. built 
houses within their area was over the 
social services; schools, for example, 
already probably inadequate, became more 
overcrowded and the local people naturally 
grumbled. This could be largely avoided, 
he believed, if more good will towards 
the L.C.C. could be shown at the outset, 
which would enable the housing and social 
services building programmes to be 
better synchronised. 

Asked if the policy of expanding towns 
around London would not lead to even 
greater congestion of London’s transport 
facilities, Mr. Stamp said these towns 
already had a nucleus of their own 
industry, which could readily bevexpanded 
to provide more employment locally. 

On the question of the selection of 
tenants for the New Towns, there was no 
proper functional relationship between. the 
towns and the L.C.C. It wasnot asserted, 
however, that this was due to any lack of 
good will on the part of the New Fowns— 
the proper machinery just was not in 
being. To the question of whether he 
thought that this was a matter for the 
Government, Mr. Stamp said “-No. 
It is something which I think we can 
settle between ourselves. I myself. am 
preparing to visit some of the New ‘Towns 
with this end in view.” . 

Mr. Stamp thought that;-in addition to 
making housing available directly to the 
employees of the new industries, the 
New Towns .should -also ‘take’a certain 
proportion: of newcomers from lists pre- 
pared by the L.C.C. This would probably 
be done on a trade basis, and would not 
mean asking the New. Towns to. provide 
dormitory accommodation for London. 


On the broader aspects of the problem 
he agreed that it was impossible to stop 
new people coming into London © by 
direct action. ‘The only way to cope with 
the problem was by placing .a. proper 
proportion of the inducements of London, 
namely. its opportunities for employ- 
ment, beyond the county boundaries. 


Of the. criticisms that have: been levelled 
against the L.C.C. for building “ point ” 
blocks on the grounds of their alleged 
costliness, Mr. Stamp said that compre- 
hensive development, involving the erec- 
tion of point blocks, maisonettes and 
cottages, was ‘in fact cheaper per unit of 
accommodation than “ slab’”’ flats.

HOSPITAL FOR SICK CHILDREN, 
TORONTO, ONTARIO 


GOVAN, FERGUSON, LINDSAY, 
KAMINKER, MAW, LANGLEY,

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THis building, the largest of its kind on the 

American Continent, is utilitarian in design 
and little attempt has been made at architectural 
embellishment, by the way of stone trim, etc., 
because of the cost involved. The framework is 
of structural steel, all joints being welded on the 
job to avoid noise and disturbance to the patients 
in the Toronto General Hospital which is nearby. 
The walls and partitions are of brick and tile. 
Floors are constructed with bar joists, finished in 
terrazzo throughout, except in special areas. The 
building is equipped with five high-speed ele- 
vators, two service elevators, electric dumb 
waiters, with space available for two additional 
elevators if and when required. All outside walls 
are heavily insulated against heat transmission 
and all windows are of the reversible, double- 
hung, double-glazed type. Except in certain 
special areas, the building is heated by a forced 
hot water system and steam for this and all other 
purposes is purchased from the Toronto General 
Hospital power plant. This arrangement has 
resulted in substantial savings in capital and 
operating costs and minimises smoke nuisance 
in the immediate area. An existing four-storey, 
reinforced concrete building (Elm-street) is part 
of the layout and adjoins the main hospital 
structure. In it are located the laundry, ortho- 
paedic and maintenance workshops. The top 
floor of this building will serve as quarters for 
experiments with animals used in connection 
with research and routine laboratory work. 
The patient section of the hospital provides accom- 
modation for 635 beds. Future expansion has 
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Main auditorium.

been provided for, and steel used in construction 
has been designed heavy enough for vertical 
expansion should the need arise. By this means, 
anything from 100 to 200 beds can be added at 
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Main dining-room (first floor). 
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MAISONETTES IN HIGH BLOCKS 


This design, shown by the Ministry of Housing and Local Government at the recent Building Exhibition, is of 

a new type maisonette—the “‘ cross-over,” planned by the Ministry’s Architect’s Department under Mr. #. H. 

Forshaw, M.C., M.A., F.R.I.B.A., to give economic advantages in high blocks (nine storeys are proposed) as 

it enables the number of main staircases to be reduced. External balconies for access are unnecessary, and cross- 

ventilation is provided in each dwelling. The block contains 53 dwellings ; only two lifts and two staircases are 
needed to serve them. 
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ARCHITECTURE IN THE COMMONWEALTH 


Exhibition of Students’ Drawings at University College, London

ih exhibition of drawings by students 

from various schools of architecture 
in the Commonwealth and the Bartlett 
School of Architecture of University 
College, London, which is being held at 
University College, Gower;street, was 
opened on Monday, December 17, by 
the High Commissioner for Australia, 
Mr. T. W. White. It has been organised 
by Professor Hector Corfiato, F.R.I.B.A., 
‘Bartlett Professor of Architecture. 

The exhibition amounts to something 
unique, for rarely before Has a collection 
of the work of the various schools abroad 
been shown in London. The exhibition 
is small, and includes work of the school 
at Toronto University, Canada, Sydney 
University, Australia, Auckland University, 
New Zealand, and the schools at Bombay 
and Hong Kong. Too little is shown 
from each school to gain any reasonable 
assessment of their comparative merits, 
and much of the work on show is of the 
middle or early years of training, so it is 
not on the standard of work that the 
schools can be judged but rather on the 
approach indicated by the choice of 
programmes and the interpretation of the 
programmes in terms of architecture. 

When looking at work from countries 
abroad the word “vernacular” must 
almost invariably insinuate itself into the 
picture; if there is no vernacular, for 
example, in the Australian urban scene, 


then what is taking its place ?—a cosmic 
international style and perhaps an admix- 


ture of the best or worst of current 
fashion. ‘To be frank one looked in vain 
for healthy vernacular architecture, and 
with a few exceptions, for a unified style 
representative of the present decade. 
Current fashions abounded, so much so 
that one longed for some shades of the 
Bauhaus or at worst some honest to 
goodness eclecticism. 


THE ANALYTICAL APPROACH 


The beauty of the Bauhaus system. of 
teaching was undoubtedly in its analytical 
approach; architecture, the theory of 
architecture and its attendant facets— 
construction, planning and its place in 
the landscape, urban or rural—must be 
analysed. Only in this way can a student 
cover the initial stages of learning to build 
beautifully with anything of a necessary 
efficiency. 

This point has been stressed, to my; 
mind not unduly, for in much of the work 
exhibited, the approach shows little aware- 
ness of the correct use of materials ; this 
applies mostly to the earlier years, but these 
years are the formative years, and the final 
result—the trained talent of the qualifying 
student—depends completely upon the 
initial approach. A _ building can be 
likened to a human body: its working is 
complex, its circulation and wellbeing 
depend upon the perfect inter-relation of 
its component parts; the architectural 
student must be taught the structure of 
these various parts, and how they work 
together. The gift of attractive plan 
patterning and good draughtsmanship are 


things which all students should possess ; 
a building must however identify itself 
in the mind of astudent with “ live archi- 
tecture,” otherwise the great value of 
architectural teaching is lost. = 

In C. C. Pearson’s scheme for a factory, 
the buildings are designed with a good 
effort at structural clarity, yet here the 
comparative simplicity of the structure 
has been broken down by confused 
internal planning, and one felt a palpable 
lack of analysis in the basic working of the 
scheme. ‘The Vocational School, by R. L. 
Langlois—incidentally both these students 
are from Toronto University—is perhaps 
a simpler problem, and the author 
achieves a commendable rhythm in 
plan and elevation. 


CONTRASTS FROM HONG KONG 


The work of the Hong Kong school is 
rather small in volume and scope, but 
no one can say that contrast is not 
achieved in two subjects so widely differing 
as an impression of “The Palace of 
Mangu Khan at Caracarum ”’ culled from 
the journal of Friar William of Rubruck— 
“His Travels to Eastern Parts of the 
World,” to a newspaper and magazine 
kiosk. Judgment must be delayed upon 
the work of this school ; it is fairly young 
and has obvious difficulties to surmount. 


The Bombay school has rather more 


‘work to show, but was marked by a 


surprising lack of vernacular. The 
memorial to Mahatma Gandhi (the pro- 
gramme was set in terms of the “ grand 
manner,” a curiously “‘ dated ” approach 
to such a subject), showed few impressive 
results. Surely this great humanitarian 
would have desired anything but an 
essay in “ Beaux Arts monumental.” 
The other schemes, including an office 
building in Bombay, look well constructed 
and designed with due regard to the 
climate. ‘The country club schemes are 
planned with great freedom, and would 
seem to be almost the last word in the 
architecture of recreation and “ fun.” 

Ian J. Slater, of Sydney University> 
achieves some clever courtyard planning 
in his School of Pharmacy. His plan is 
logical and little fault can be found in the 
placing of his points of vertical circulation. 

The most impressive collection of 
working drawings come from Auckland 
University, New Zealand, mostly from 
the third and fourth years. 


THE BARTLETT SCHOOL 


Our own Bartlett School contributes 
a considerable amount of work to the 
exhibition, and the standard is high. 
Tom Manning’s “College Library,” a 
scheme finished in the traditionally 
rendered style of draughtsmanship, has 
many points in its favour: a straight- 
forward plan and elevations which do not 
lose sight of the fact that the basis of all 
fine architecture is its relation with the 
human figure. There is much to see from 
this school, not forgetting some delightful 
water colours by Bernard West—his 
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»” 


** Palaazo de Quirinale ” sketch shows an 


exciting talent. 


It is a diverting exhibition, perhaps not 
quite large enough to be representative, 
yet it is obvious that much good work is 
being achieved abroad. I imagine that 
even the students from our colonial 
schools will admit that there is a slight 
handicap, for architecture—today’s archi- 
tecture—feeds on the past, and Europe, 
the fount of present-day architecture, is a 
long way from their doors. Schools such 
as those at Bombay and Hong Kong have 
a different problem ; the culture of these 
cities is incredibly ancient, but if one can 
believe stories of the desire for westernisa- 
tion, then their problem is complex in 
the extreme. 


In the final analysis, the problem is one of 
steering the students’ minds into the right 
channel, and out of the many complexities, 
and it must rest (admittedly this is 
obvious !) with the staff. Here is a task 
of tremendous importance, to impart to 
the student a cultural knowledge and 
balance, with a sense of the enduring 
value in all great architecture which will 
enable him to produce for his country 
architecture worthy of the name and of 
the tradition in which the building is 
set. 


INTERNATIONAL UNION OF 
ARCHITECTS 
Report of the 1951 Congress 


Tue General Assembly met at Casablanca 
from September 19 to 21, under the chair- 
manship of Sir Patrick Abercrombie, presi- 
dent. Mr. Vischer, Switzerland, and Mr. 
Walker, U.S.A., were unanimously re- 
appointed vice-presidents, and Mr. Vago was 
reappointed Secretary-General. 

The Philippines were admitted to member- 
ship of the Union and resignation of Austra- 
lia, Austria, Colombia and Hungary was 
accepted. Representatives of France, Brazil, 
Belgium and Denmark were elected to the 
Executive Committee, the nominees of 
Greece, Portugal, Sweden and Jugoslavia 
being defeated. 


After discussion, it was agreed that the 
annual subscription would have to be 
increased, and it was also agreed that the 
next Congress should be held in Portugal ia 
1953. 

The Congress met at Rabat from Septem- 
ber 24 to 29 in the Manounia Pavilion. 
Representatives were present from Argentina, 
Belgium, Brazil, Chile, Finland, France, 
French North Africa (Morocco, Algeria, 
Tunisia), Germany, Greece, Holland, Italy, 
Jugoslavia, Mexico, Portugal, Spanish 
Morocco, Sweden, Switzerland, the United 
Kingdom and the United States. 


The programme was based on four main 
themes under the title ““ How is the architect 
succeeding in his new tasks?” These themes 
were town centres, housing, open spaces and 
building technique. 


A representative of the Director-General 
of Unesco attended and read a letter stating 
that the Economie Council for Europe 
through the Housing sub-committee of its 
Industry and Materials Committee had 
invited the 1.U.A. to take part in an investi- 
gation into methods of reducing housing 
costs, with special reference to factory pro- 
duction. The invitation was accepted. 


During the Congress an exhibition of 
photographs and models was held. 
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“ SOME ASPECTS -OF FURTHER EDUCATION ” 
Sir John Maud’s Address to AA 


({\HE second. of the symposia on current 
design problems—“‘The Design and 
Planning of Colleges for Further Educa- 
tion "—was held at the Architectural Asso- 
ciation on November 14. A full report has 
been published by the Association from 34, 
Bedford-square, W.C.1 (price 10s. 6d.), from 
which we reprint the address given by Sir 
JoHN Maup, K.C.B. (Permanent Secretary, 
Ministry of Education). Sir John said:— 
When we think of a college of further 
education we are at once, faced with one of 
the difficulties of this subject, namely what 
to call the sort of thing that we wish to 
create; because at the moment in my view 
we have not got in this country the thing 
that we are after. We are not here con- 
cerned with repeating what we have done 
already or with building a number of new 
institutions which are in any sense dupli- 
cates of those which we already have. I 
think that it was because we had something 
new in mind and wanted to get away from 
the old term “technical college” that my 
predecessors in the Ministry of Education 
invented the term “college of further educa- 
tion,” but it is a mouthful. I do not know 
whether earlier in your meeting anyone has 
suggested a better term. My own view is 
that every college of further education which 
is first rate is unique, and should, therefore, 
have a name of its own, and if possible, a 
name which is not just a collection of initial 
letters, 


When we are considering, and when you as 
architects are considering, work on a new 
college of further education, you want to 
think of something which is going to be 
unique and should properly be described by 
a name of its own—as, for example, is that 
fifteenth-century establishment known as 
New College, Oxford. But enough about 
names. I should like now to take a back- 
ward glance over the last hundred years. It 
seems to me that in this country up to 1870 
we were, broadly speaking, concerned with 
the attempt to educate our servants. I know 
that there were institutions concerned with 
other matters, but the public system of edu- 
cation, up to the first Elementary Education 
Act of 1870, can fairly be so.described. They 
called the people to be educated the 
“Jabouring poor,” which is a very good de- 
scription of us to-day, but at that time had 
more of a class signficance. 


THE FIRST EDUCATION ACT 


In 1870 the then Minister of Education 
(though he was not so called) suggested that 
it was necessary to pass an Education Act 
through Parliament because, now that the 
1867 reform of Parliament had been carried 
out, and the franchise widely extended, it 
was necessary to “educate our masters.” 
And from 1870 onwards we did set ourselves, 
in the public system of education, not only 
to educate our servants but to educate our 
masters. 

It is only since 1944, when the new Educa- 
tion Act was passed by the Coalition 
Government before the end of the war, that 
we have become seriously concerned not 
only in educating servants or masters but in 
educating ourselves. That is the task to 
which this country is now committed, and a 
part of that task is the creation of new 
colleges of further education. 

It so happens that in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, while that concept of educating ser- 


vants or masters still dominated the public 
mind, there were certain institutions, as I 
have said, which were going their own ways 
and developing their own traditions. The 
universities are the most obvious example. 
They were concerned with education in the 
broad and proper sense; but unfortunately 
they were not at all interested at that stage 
in what I will call technical education. If 
they had been, I believe that the history of 
education in this country at the higher level 
which we are considering here would have 
been very different. You might like, as a 
matter of speculation, to consider what 
would .have been the pattern to-day of 
higher educational institutions if in the nine- 
teenth century the universities—at least the 
more progressive civic universities—had 
thought that applied science was a proper 
subject of higher education, and had set 
themselves, as in America some universities 
and some great institutions such as M.LT. 
or “Cal. Tech.” have done, to offer top-line 
higher education in fields such as apgineesing 
and architecture. 


As it was, the universities were utterly 
uninterested in those subjects untii compara- 
tively recent times. It was therefore a pub- 
lic authority, the municipality, which at the 
school level was concerned with the educa- 
tion only of servants and masters, that 
stepped in.and attempted to fill the gap left 
by the university in the fields of applied 
science, That, as I see it, is the origin of 
what we now call technical colleges, art col- 
leges, polytechnics or other institutions of 
higher education, out of which the colleges 
of further education of the future are I hope 
going to grow. 


Nothing that I say is meant to disparage 
the heroic work which is being done by 
technical colleges, and has for long been 
done, despite great difficulties and in deplor- 
able buildings in Oxford, for example, where 
I was on the council and share the disgrace, 
by the college of Technology, Art and Com- 
merce, The work which has been, and is 
being, done under those conditions is superb; 
and without it we should not be in a position 
to make. the progress which I hope that we 
shall make in the next fifty years. 


But that work was done, in the nineteenth 
century at any rate, in a “ cheap and nasty ” 
atmosphere. It was part of the education 
of servants. It was not something which we 
or our sons would be expected to go to; the 
university was for us and for them. It is 
with that heritage that you who are archi- 
tects, or we who are concerned in local or 
central government with other aspects of the 
educational field, have to do the best that we 
can. I think it is as well to accept that chal- 
lenge, and make up our minds to put an end 
to everything that is shoddy and second rate 
in the tradition of further education outside 
the universities. 


A PEER OF THE UNIVERSITY 


I see no reason why the college of further 
education of the future should not in every 


way be a peer of the university. I see no 
reason why it should not have as much aca- 
demic freedom, and as much sense of being 
a single college; and why there should not 
be as much leisure for the senior members 
of the college -to research and throw back 
the frontiers of knowledge, as well as to pass 
on what knowledge they already have. All 
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these things, which are at the moment in this 
country traditionally the characteristics of 
a university rather than of a technical col- 
lege, must also be secured for the future 
college of further education. 


You, who are professionals in the archi- 
tectural sense, have I believe probably a 
better chance of helping to achieve this ideal 
than we administrators, either at the centre 
or in the localities, and to some extent even 
more opportunity than the educators them- 
selves. You, as I see it, alone among all the 
professionals in this country have, by your 
very nature, a foot in the two camps of what 
I will call arts and technics. In this country 
there has here been (if I may change the 
metaphor) a most unlucky rent in what 
should be a seamless robe, but you in your 
training and in your work are both artists 
and technicians. The college of further 
education which I have in mind is something 
which will deliberately set itself to be a 
community of persons who are not content 
to be either the one or the other, but will 
grow up into people like yourselves and in 
their own way have a bit of the artist in 
them and a bit also of the technician or the 
technologist. 


THE COLLEGE OF THE FUTURE 


I should like for a moment now to indicate 
my notion of the college of the future, in 
in order to illustrate the kind of challenge 
which I hope you will accept as architects. 
First, the college must be a unique and single 
society. It must be a college and not a col- 
lection of departments. No doubt this point 
has been constantly made in the course of 
the discussions to-day, but that I believe is 
where we start. The college of which we 
are thinking must transcend those depart- 
mental frontiers which are part of the 
damnosa hereditas of the nineteenth century. 
For these technical colleges grew up largely 
because industry needed skilled employees. 
An industry in a particular place, wanting 
training for its employees, got some shack 
and some good person to help to establish 
an institution and started teaching one pai- 
ticular bit of, say, metallurgy. And then, 
because someone in the neighbourhood 
wanted some cutlers trained, there would 
be another shack put up alongside the first 
one, and a second department would be 
added to the first. The college which we 
have in mind has to be not a collection of 
separate compartments, added one to 
another and made as air-tight as possible by 
jealous departmental heads, but a single 
society of learning, in which there is as much 
as possible of that disclosure between the 
characteristics of, shall we say, a residential 
college at Oxford or Cambridge, and which 
I believe is a characteristic of any real 
society of learning. 

You who do the architectural designing of 
the new colleges have a great opportunity 
here. I warn you that your clients will at 
times insist on giving you instructions which 
seem to demand a separate entry for each 
class of student coming to the college. I 
implore you to appeal to. the chief education 
officer (if it is a local authority college), 
whose business and interest it will be to in- 
sist on a comprehensive plan in which the 
departmentalisms will be fused into a single 
whole. Appeal to him and insist on being 
given instructions which give you as free a 
hand as possible to design a college where, 
though there will be insulation of smells and 
of sound, there will be no insulation of 
students, but on the contrary the widest pos- 
sible opportunities for the mutual infection 
of ideas. Let it be a college, not a collec- 
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tion of bits of a college. Let it be a college, 
not a department store. 


I know that the college which we have in 
mind for the future must be a place in which, 
as it were, there is no counter separating the 
customers from the salesmen. There is great 
danger that an institution which has grown 
up from the background which I have briefly 
described earlier will be thought of, at any 
rate by those who come there in the first in- 
stance, as some kind of emporium where 
they can purchase a little skill in leather 
work or a little platonic poppycock, if that 
is what they are interested in, or a degree in 
chemistry or one of the other sciences. 


I suggest that a college should be so de- 
signed as to make it as difficult as possible 
for people, even if they come there first with 
only one idea in their head, to leave it with- 
out a great many other ideas. That is why 
I like designs which include a “ concourse ” 
through which all have to pass on their way 
to the various classrooms or laboratories, 
and where there can be exhibitions of works 
of art of one kind or another, which, as 
students speed to their basketwork, may give 
them a hint of the joys of Picasso. And 
whether the college of the future will in fact 
be like this largely depends upon you 
architects. 


‘I am not suggesting that the architect 
should rely on irrelevant excrescences to 
give a businesslike institution a smell of 
artistry. I recently visited a formidable new 
structure, which some of you may have seen, 
in Cambridge, Mass., where Harvard Uni- 
versity has employed Dr. Gropius recently to 
construct a_ great building for all their 
graduate students. When I was at Harvard 
in 1929, the graduates were in one respect an 
admirable example of what I do not want 
the students at our future colleges of further 
education to be. The law school graduates 
never met anybody but themselves, and the 
same was true of the schooi of business ad- 
ministration and the rest. Now the gradu- 
ates have this single huge block of buildings 
to live in, with “ dormitories,’ common 
rooms, feeding places and auditoria. 


I shall not comment on the style or the 
success of Gropius’s design, in some ways 
magnificent and in others, I thought, disap- 
pointing. But I must mention one curious 
object that struck my eye as I came into this 
enclave of steel and glass in otherwise neo- 
classical surroundings. It was a curious steel 
erection in the middle of the grass lawn, a 
cross between some strange desert plant and 
a phallic symbol. I asked what this was, 
and was told “It is generally thought to be 
Dr. Gropius’s idea of a Tree of Life, but, as 
a matter of fact, it is a concession to our 
nationalism; it is the one thing here designed 
by an American sculptor.” The comment 
of one graduate, although his attribution 
was incorrect, struck me as memorable: 

“Of all the ideas of Dr. Gropius 

This cosmic hat-rack is the dopiest.” 
No warning is needed by anyone in this 
room; but do not let us have cosmic hat- 
racks as a means of demonstrating that here 
is an institution where the humanities and 
the arts as well as the sciences will be prac- 
tised. There is plenty of scope in the build- 
ing itself. 

I must add that the effect of the building 
was already visible, I think, in the life of the 
graduates. Rather against the wishes of the 
kind guides who were conducting me offici- 
ally over the building, I asked whether I 
could go inside one of the graduates’ rooms 
to see them at work and what the room was 
like. They agreed, ran on ahead and found 
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that all was well, and then I was admitted 
to a room used by two graduates. I looked 
round and thought I detected at least one 
influence of this fine building on the occu- 
pants. There were the banners which de- 


corate an American graduate’s room, and 
the pin-up girls; but the pin-up girls, I found 
on closer inspection, were all by Renoir. 


A GENUINE COMMUNITY 


Leaving the United States and coming 
back to my college of further education, it 
should be, as I say, a place where there is 
no counter between salesman and customer 
but where there is a genuine community be- 
tween the older and younger members of the 
society, and staff can be regarded, and can 
regard themselves, as members of a society 
with the students. That, again, puts some 
weight or responsibility on you: to avoid 
too rigidly segregating the places where the 
staff are expected to pass such leisure 
moments as they may have in the building; 
in fact, to design the institution as a place 
for a society of persons, not for staff and 
students. 


Then there is the vital point, which again 


should distinguish the college from a de- 
partment store, that it is a place where goods 
are not only distributed but created. It is 
a place where there is research going on, in 
the laboratories; where creative work of 
other kinds is going on, in the art rooms; 
and where, perhaps, even poems are being 
written, in the library. For the right to be 
regarded as a place of higher education 
means not only that knowledge which 
already exists in the minds of the senior 
members is handed on, but that knowledge 
is increased by the activity both of senior 
and of junior members of the institution. 
Finally it is a place where not only ideas and 
things are created, but personalities: where 
people come not only to improve their 
minds or their hands, their skill in this or 
that, but to continue their personal explora- 
tion in search of life: where the individual 
finds himself as a person. Such is the place 
which you as architects must help us to 
build. 

You will find that your clients are not 
always very easy to deal with and not always 
very clear or unanimous about the instruc- 
tions they wish to give you when you are 
beginning your work. That is perfectly un- 
derstandable because those specialists, each 
of whom wishes some particular requirement 
to be incorporated in the new college, have 
themselves had no experience of the college 
of further education which we have in mind. 
The architect of a college of further educa- 
tion must, therefore, himself be an explorer 
in partnership with the people who will have 
to teach and learn there, and with the ad- 
ministrator, local and central, who will have 
to square the ratepayer or taxpayer and find 
the money. 

As far_as, the Ministry is concetned, we 
give you as flexible as possible a framework 
in which to be inventive and imaginative. 
But we add, I am well aware, that the 
scheme which you design will be much more 
likely to prove acceptable if it turns out to 
require no bricks or steel or timber or 
plasterboard or stone, or any of the other 
things with which you might possibly think 
that a college of further education needs to 
be constructed. This austerity, which I am 
sure that we shall have to face for a number 
of years, must be regarded, I think, as yet 
another challenge to your ingenuity, and not 
as a reason for assuming that no further 
colleges of education will be allowed to be 
built. 


R.A. EXHIBITION 
The First Hundred Years 


THE first hundred vears of the Royal 
Academy, 1769-1868, is the title of the 
current exhibition at Burlington House. 
Painting and  water-colours naturally 
predominate, the architecturat exhibits being 
shown in the familiar gallery which has been 
their home for many years. Quite a number 
of the drawings are loaned by the R.LB.A.,, 
of which one has little previous recollection, 
but here they can be seen to advantage. In 
an introductory article, Professor Richardson 
attributes the dearth of architectural works 
to the fact that “ maybe less care is taken of 
architectural drawings than of oil paintings, 
water-colours and sculpture,” to which it 
may be added that they do not possess the 
decorative value and colour of a painting 
and so make less appeal to the collector, 


One cannot fail to admire the painstaking 
care with which the details of many of the 
drawings are shown, yet generally such detail 
does not appear to dominate or overwhelm 
the drawings, whereas many drawings to-day 
portray the mannerisms of the draughtsman 
to the detriment of the design, which 
appears to take a secondary place. 

Among drawings on view to which atten- 
tion should be drawn is No. 659, an internal 
view of the gallery at Heveningham, the seat 
of Sir Gerrard Vanneck. The drawing by 
Thomas Malton, Jun. (1748-1804) now in 
the possession of Professor Richardson, is a 
real gem of quiet delineation of the archi- 
tecture, with its period costume groups of 
well-placed figures all adding to the charm. 
Others to be noted are No. 660, Design for 
Government Offices, by Sir George Gilbert 
Scott, R.A. (1861), a water-colour perspec- 
tive illustrating a Gothic design for Govern- 
ment Offices, lent by the R.I.B.A.; No. 661, 
the Thermz of Caracalla, Rome, by C. R. 
Cockerell, R.A. (1788-1863), a water-colour 
and body-colour; No. 666, Interior of the 
Ulpian Basilica, Rome, lent by the Royal 
Academy, also by Cockerell, who is strongly 
represented, the last two drawings being 
mostly in water-colour and body-colour, 
media in which he excelled. The figures 
in his Forum of Nerva, Rome (No. - 676) 
add colour and charm to the drawing 
Who added the figures to these drawings it 
is difficult to say, as in those days it was a 
common practice for them to be added by 
another hand, a practice to which even the 
great Turner was prone. 

No. 678, “Principal portal of entrance to the 
great hall, now building in the Strand for 
religious and charitable purposes,” a water- 
colour by John Peter Deering (Gandy), R.A. 
(1787-1850), to-day remains a record of a 
building (Exeter Hall) long since disappeared. 
Many other drawings by men of fame can 
be seen, among them Thomas Sandby, R.A. 
(1721-1798); Sydney Smirke, R.A. (£798- 
1877); Sir William Chambers, R.A. (1726- 
1796); Decimus Burton (1800-1881); James 
Wyatt, P.R.A. (1746-1813); Lewis Vulliamy 
(1791-1871); Philip C. Hardwick, R.A. (1820- 
1892), whose Great Hall, Euston Station, is 
chosen, and other men of distinction. One 
cannot refrain from mentioning the memorial 
designs by John Flaxman, R.A. (1755-1826) 
—No. 687, Monument to Marquis Corn- 
wallis, a fine composition and _ figure 
work, and his No. 683, Monument to Josiah 
Webbe, both original plaster models. 

What promises to be a well-attended exhi- 
bition is open until March 9, weekdays 10—7, 
Sundays 2—6. Admission is 2s, 6d. (1s. 6d.

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GOVERNMENT’S HOUSING 
POLICY CRITICISED 
BY L.C.C. 

Mr. Gibson on “a Hollow Sham” 


(THE Government has asked the London 

County Council to build in London for 
them some exhibition houses to enable 
Members of Parliament and representatives 
of local authorities to see what the proposals 
of the Government are on new standards of 
construction. 

This was disclosed by Mr. A. Reginald 
Stamp, Labour chairman of the housing 
committee, at a meeting of the Council on 
December 18, when he moved a resolution 
viewing the new Government’s housing 
policy with ‘ apprehension.” 

The motion instructed the housing and 
finance committees to report “ urgently ” on 
the effect on the London housing programme 
of the increase in interest rates, proposed 
new standards; increased licences for private 
‘builders, and the sale of local authority 
houses. 

The resolution was not reached until 
shortly before midnight, and the discussion 
lasted nearly two and a half hours. 

Mr. STAMP said that in view of the two 
circulars issued by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, he thought the 
Council should have an opportunity of 
expressing its mind on the subject before the 
Christmas recess. 

Describing the “ rather 


circulars as 


immature,” he said he could not see that 
the measures suggested would produce a 
single extra house. The Cauncil was not 
troubled very much by the proposals except 


in some details. Broadly speaking, the 
Dudley standard was) applicable to the stan- 
dard the Council, by architectural planning, 
had been able to apply approximately. 


Exhibition Houses for Government 


“The Council will be recommended by 
me to come to the aid of the Government 
in the request they made to build some 
exhibition houses for them in London, so 
that Members of Parliament and represen- 
tatives of local authorities may see what the 
proposals of the Government are-on stan- 
dards,” he continued. “I am facilitating 
that and have even anticipated the willing- 
ness of the housing committee. I think we 
have found a suitable site. We are pre- 
pared only to act as agents of the Govern- 
ment in doing this.” 

Mr. Stamp said that an increase in licences 
for private builders would affect the Council 
by increasing the demands of borough coun- 
cils fo rehouse their urgent cases. The 
extent to which licences were granted would 
mean a greater demand on the Council’s 
present 25 per cent. allocation of housing to 
local boroughs. 

Qn the sale of Council houses, Mr. Stamp 
said local authorities would have to sell at 
the best possible price, and the present 
market price of a house built for £1,500 was 
about £3,000 to £3,500. “It is unsatisfac- 
tory for local authorities to go in for 
profiteering im that way,” he added. 

Opening the discussion for the Conserva- 
tive opposition, Mr. JoHN Hare, M_.P., 
said Londoners were going to be fully con- 
vinced in the next few months that the 
Government had a sound plan on housing, 
and that the present rulers of London: had 
“betrayed their trust.” 

Mr. G. R. Boys (Labour) said Lambeth 
had planned to build 650 dwellings in the 
current year. Under the proposals their 
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allocation was 50 and they were invited to 
give half that number to the ‘private 
builder. 

““We (in Lambeth) are in fact not going 
to sell any Council houses at all,” he said, 
pointing out that the cost of building 
Council cottages had increased nearly five- 
fold since 1910. Did the Government pro- 
pose that all these cottages should be sold 
at the same price? 

He estimated that it would cost £1 1s. 7d. 
per week more for a tenant to live in a house 
he bought than if he lived in a house rented 
from the Council. 

Mr. JOHN FREMANTLE (Conservative) 
thought the motion was “ merely a piece of 
political propaganda and an impertinent 
waste of the Council’s time.” The more one 
looked at it, the more absurd it was in 
every aspect. The proposals were before 
the housing committee a fortnight ago and 
yet consideration was to be deferred until 
sometime after Christmas. 


The Housing List 


Mrs. EVELYN DENINGTON (Labour), vice- 
chairman of the housing committee, said up 
to November last the Council had built 
38,318 new dwellings. The fact which 
accounted for the housing list not dwindling 
was that the Council had no powers to stop 
people flocking into London and filling the 
housing list again. It was like trying to 
empty a well with a sieve. 

Mr. C. W. Gipson, M.P. (Labour) said 
every building worker in London who 
wanted a job was in work. No party could 
build more. houses; labour and materials 
were not available. The Minister of Housing 
and Local Government had issued plans of 
new houses before they were considered by 
the Central Housing . Advisory Committee, 
When the Council’s experts had considered 
the Government’s plans, they would get a 
report showing the “hollow sham” they 
were and the “fake housing” the Tory 
Party were proposing. 

Mr. H. A. Price, M.P. (Conservative) 
thought it was high time standards were re- 
duced. They were building houses of a 
standard which people who needed them 
could not afford, and the people who needed 
them most were condemned to live in hovels. 

Private enterprise, he said, under licence 
could have built 19,000 now if it had been 
allowed to do it. 

The motion was carried by 61 votes to 56. 
A Conservative amendment welcoming the 
additional opportunities and-fresh encourag- 
ment given to housing authorities by the new 
Government and its promise to review sub- 
sidies, but regretting that no report from 


‘the housing committee on this matter was 


available, was defeated by a similar vote. 


MINISTRY TYPE HOUSE PLANS 

Criticisms by Bristol City Architect 

PLANS submitted by the Ministry of 
Housing for new “ low-cost ” council houses 
have been described by the City Architect 
of Bristol, Mr. J. Nelson Meredith, 
F.R.I.B.A., as “extravagant” and “un- 
suitable” in a report to Bristol housing 
committee on December 17. 

Mr. MEREDITH said that although about 
20 plans had been submitted, almost all of 
them were unsuitable, and he could only 
recommend one—and on this he had had to 
make certain modifications. He pointed out 
that in one type of house proposed the 
living-room opened straight onto the stair- 
case. “df we accepted that, I think we 
would get complaints from tenants; I don’t 
think it would be at all popular in Bristol,” 
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he remarked. The plans envisaged sizes of 
rooms which he thought were extravagant, 
and the bathroom was not placed above the 


’ kitchen, thus entailing double drainage. 


In the plan he recommended he proposed 
a modification so that the bathroom was 
moved above the kitchen. The committee 
asked Mr. Meredith to provide details of the 
plan he recommended—a _ three-bedroom 
type house, together with comparative details 
of other council houses. 


NATIONAL PARKS 
COMMISSION 


Opposition to Snowdonia Power 
Schemes 


"THE second report of the National Parks 
Commission covering the year ending 
September 30, 1951, has now been published 
(Stationery Office, 2s.). During that period, 
the commission’s first full year, the Lake 
District, the Peak District, Snowdonia and 
Dartmoor have become National Parks, and 
the designation of the Pembrokeshire 
National Park will be made shortly. 

The report draws special attention to a 
number of misconceptions as to the con- 
sequence, of creating National Parks. tt 
emphasises that designation of a National 
Park (in spite of the title) does not make 
any change whatsoever in the ownership of 
the land. Neither does it afford any right 
of entry to the land. “There is no differ- 
ence, as regards access,” the report states, 
“ between land inside a National Park and 
land anywhere else.” Inside or outside 
National Parks, any additional access facili- 
ties which may be required will have to 
be the subject of special arrangement as 
laid down im the Act. Furthermore, agri- 
cultural land, except rough grazing such as 
moor and mountain top, is specifically 
excepted from the access provisions of the 
Act. Inside or outside National Parks, no 
access agreement or order can ever be made 
in respect of agricultural land. 

The Commission’s recommendation for the 
establishment of the Pennine Way, a con- 
tinuous right of way from Edale to the Scot- 
tish Border, has been accepted. The report 
contains a map.of the route. Other long- 
distance routes are being surveyed (e.g. 
Pembrokeshire Coast, North Cornwall Coast, 
Offa’s Dyke, South Downs, Pilgrims’ Way, 
Chilterns). 

The Commission have been active in 
giving advice on development proposals in 
which the beauty of the countryside was 
likely to be affected. Considerable space is 
given to the representations made by the 
commission to the Minister of Fuel and 
Power on the effect of the hydro-electricity 
schemes proposed by the B.E.A. in Snow- 
donia. On this subject the Commission say: 
“We should not be carrying out our duty 
under the National Parks Act if we did not 
resolutely oppose the four major schemes, 
Snowdonia, Nant Ffrancon, Upper Conway 


‘and Mawddach which directly affect the 


Snowdonia National Park.” 

In their view, these schemes would destroy 
the character of the park if carried into 
effect. Elsewhere in the report tribute is 
paid to the B.E.A. for their co-operation 
with the commission in dealing with elec- 
tricity distribution schemes. 

The Country Code, published for the 
commission in May, has sold encouragingly 
and is now due to go into a second printing. 

Since the end of the period covered by the 
report, joint planning boards have been set up 
for the Lake District and Peak District 
National Parks. 
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ARCHITECTURE IN A SCIENTIFIC WORLD 


A Lecture by Professor Walter A. Gropius 


“SHE position of architecture in this 

century of science was the theme of 
a lecture given by PRoFEssoR WALTER A. 
Gropius at the R.I.B.A. on July 2. The 
meeting was arranged by the Mars Group. 
Professor Gropius discussed the many 
strong forces which have manifested 
themselves during this century and how 
deeply the resultant influences have 
affected all aspects of life. He expressed, 
too, his opinions and thoughts on the 
changes wrought between architecture and 
science. The following extensive ex- 
tracts are taken from his remarks : 


In this most bewildering world, in 
which many of the old values have been 
put out from under us, it is essential for 
anyone who wants to make a statement 
first to show a frame of reference and then 
to define his own position with reference 
to it. When I prepared notes for this 
talk, I tried to summarise for myself what 
the changes are which have taken place 
during my owntlife-time in the physical 
as well as in the spiritual world. I have 
become convinced that there has not been 
any period in known history in which 
changes of such tremendous magnitude 
have taken place as in my own life- 
time. 


CHANGE IN CONCEPTION 


When I was a boy, my family lived in a 
flat in Berlin which had open gas jets, 
and individual coal-heated tiled stoves 
in each room, including the bathroom, 
where 'warm water was heated for baths 
once a week, and took two hours. There 
were no electric trams, no motor cars, no 
films, gramophones, radio, X-rays or 
telephones. The mental climate which 
prevailed in the ’80’s and ’90’s was still 
more or less of a static character, arising 
from a seemingly inescapable conception 
of the eternal truths. This conception, 
however, has been rapidly fading away and 
changing into that of a world of incessant 


transmutation and of the relativity of all 


its phenomena. ‘Time and space are no 
longer incommensurates but coefficients 
of one and the same cosmic force. The 
changes which have taken place during the 
last half century have achieved the most 
sweeping transformation of human life 
which we have yet seen, surpassing that 
of all the centuries since the time of Jesus 
Christ combined. 


It is true that some of the pace-making 
inventions, such as the steam engine and 
dynamo, and, in our field of interest, the 
Bessemer steel converter and reinforced 
concrete, came into existence before my 
own birth, but their full impact on civilisa- 
tion, causing these deep changes in our 
way of life, came at the turn of the cen- 
tury. Since then, as you know, there has 
been af incessant sequence of deeply 
consequential scientific achievements, from 
the automobile to the aeroplane aed to 
nuclear fission. A continuous revolution 
has forced us to revaluate all our values, 
but the speed of development has been so 
fast that it seems to be beyond the capacity 
of the average man to absorb the many 
shocks which have resulted from this 


rapid transformation of human life. This 
whirlwind leaves may people bewildered 
and lost, unhappy or with ruined nerves. 


With progress in science and philosophy 
going on at this terrific pace, we had better 
look out for the best means of bracing 
ourselves against the inevitable reper- 
cussions. What we obviously need to 
bring salvation to our shaky world is 
reorientation on the cultural level, for 
ideas are Omnipotent. The intellectual 
trend of human development has always 
been guided by the thinker, the poet, the 
artist, whose creations are beyond expe- 
diency, and their prophetic anticipation 
has forced even powerful statesmen and 
mighty business men to follow their 
vision. We find that to be true throughout 
history. The influence of the thinker 
and the artist could not become effective 
if the people were indolent and unre- 
sponsive. Only if people were receptive 
and ready to receive the seeds of new 
culture could these take hold and spread. 
Only if every facet of public life was 
finally permeated by the new creative 
force could life begin to reflect the social 
integrity indispensable for cultural growth. 


A few generations ago, society was still 
such a balanced entity, giving everyone 
his place and conforming to the estab- 
lished habits of the people. Art and 
architecture developed organically as legiti- 
mate parts of the people’s life in accordance 
with the slow growth: of civilisation. 
Society was all of a piece. Then, with 
the advent of the age of science, with the 
discovery of the machine, society went 
rapidly to pieces. Men could not take 
it. Social erosion swept the individual 
out of contacts with his group ; the whole 
man became fragmented. 


GALLUP POLL MENTALITY 
After spiritual decline, after the loss 


_of moral cohesion, we find ourselves now 


blinded by the smoke of cultural confusion. 
The means have outgrown man ; instead 
of striving for leadership through taking 
moral initiative, modern man _ has 
developed a kind of Gallup Poll men- 
tality, a mechanistic conception relying 
on quantity instead of quality and yield- 
ing to expediency instead of building up 
a new faith. This is not an attack on 
science because such an attack would be 
futile and stupid. We can never have 
enough of science, but it has thrown us 
out of balance and this balance must be 
re-established. In its rapid march, science 
has overshadowed other components which 
are indispensable for the balance of 
human life. Look at our universities 
to-day. We talk about the arts and 
sciences. ‘ Besides offering full informa- 
tion and complete facilities for developing 
inventiveness, their own laboratories and 
so on, how do they deal with the arts ‘ 
They study other men’s poetry, other 
men’s musical compositions, appreciating 
art and doing drawing-board architecture 
instead of making poetry, composing new 
music, creating art and building architec- 
ture. Compare the bookish, paper civil- 
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isation of to-day with the position of the 
medieval architect. All the journeymen 
and apprentices worked together with 
the master; everyone did his own piece 
of work independently, and they did not 
even draw; they did everything in 
reality. 


CENTURY OF SCIENCE 


You certainly would not call this 
century the century of art. This is the 
century of science. The artist is the 
forgotten man, almost’ inarticulate and 
undervalued as a superfluous, luxury 
member of society. Art is considered to 
be something accomplished centuries ago, 
and is now being stored up in our 
museums, from which we may tap as 
much as is needed. Science has promised 
the real thing to our materialistic period, 
and art is doomed to languish. What 
so-called civilised nation to-day honestly 
promotes creative art as a sobetpnsia 
part of its life ? 


I believe that this disintegrated society 
badly needs, as a remedy, participation in 
the arts as an essential counterpart to - 
science and to its atomistic effect on us. 
Made into an educational discipline, of 
which the Bauhaus was perhaps a begin- 
ning, it will lead to the unity of visible 
manifestations which is at the very basis 
of.culture, embracing everything from the 
simple chait to the house of worship. 
The artist by his nature has the oppor- 
tunity to be a whole man, keeping, doing 
and thinking in balance. Every one of 
us has to a greater or lesser degree innate 
artistic qualities with which to achieve 
that balance, if only our educational 
systems would sufficiently emphasise such 
balance and recognise the necessity of 
training simultaneously head and hand 
at all levels of education from the nursery 
onwards, to achieve harmony and dynamic 
equilibrium, to educate man in equipoise. 


In our era of expediency and mechanisa- 
tion, it seems to me that the predominant 
educational task is to call forth creative 
habits. Vocational skill should be a by- 
product. The mind of the student will 
become increasingly inventive when he is 
guided by sensorial as well as intellectual 
experiences. A programme of search 
rather than research keeps the mind 
creative. This inventive attitude will 
lead him from observation to discovery, 
and finally to intuition. We obviously 
need a change of attitude in regard to our 
values ; we need an attitude which will 
encourage and support the men of 
vision, the poet and the artist, and which 
will give them back the rank which they 
deserve within the body of our society. 
We have certainly recognised the essential 
value of the scientist to-day, but we are 
very little aware of the vital importance 
of.the artist or, as we might call him, the 
creative designer, who has to control the 
visual manifestation of our productive 
life. 


“COCA-COLA COLONIAL” 


Let me illuminate his present-day 
status by a telling example. Some time 
ago I saw in the New York Times an 
article with the heading, “‘ U.S. Steel to 
Mass-produce Houses Selling for 6,000 
Dollars, including the Lot.” After going 
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into all the commercial details, the article 
ended by saying, “‘ The Corporation’s 
spokesman explained that one of the 
major aims in marketing the new product 
would be to get away from monotony in 
the design, which has characterised many 
home colonies in . the mass-produced 
field. The design will be Tolonial in 
character and will be varied by the use 
of different pastel colours and distinguish- 
ing ornamental plaques and _ pilasters.” 
You will agree that this naive advertise- 
ment of one of the most potent industries 
is characteristic of the cultural impoverish- 
ment and utter helplessness of our genera- 
tion in its attempt to make our physical 
surroundings beautiful. It makes us 
realise that we in the U.S.A. seem to be 
getting a civilisation of a Coca-Cola- 
colonial character. The sense of beauty 
has turned into a timid and _ insipid 
attitude which offers us a cosmetic skin 
treatment as a substitute for a design 
which would grow from the very bones of 
an industrial product or building. 


HIGHER QUALITY 


If we are ever to catch up with our 
runaway civilisation, industry and the 
building trade will have to make use of 
the essential value of higher quality 
through organic design in its broadest 
sense, but much confusion has to be 
cleared away first. Art and science are 
seemingly as much of an antithesis as 
are the creeds of the various political 
governments in the world of to-day. The 
gigantic political fight in which we are 
the participants is concerned with human 
rights, the dignity: of the individual, who 
is unique, not a standard product of com- 
plete equality. Between rugged indi- 
vidualism on the one side and regimented 
collectivism by force on the other, a 
superior form of democracy is being 
developed, a true form of democracy. 
Democracy has to be a system of com- 
promisés and checks and balances, and 
under the acid test of the check and re- 
check by one’s neighbours and friends, 
and by the other members of the team, 
the individual’s stature grows under the 
voluntary collective process of demo¢racy. 
None of us is able to see the whole com- 
pletely. Our -own opinion is enriched 
when we are challenged by other opin- 
ions; our concept then broadens, and 
we learn to include everything and to say 

and” instead of “either ... or.” 


We find similar opposites at work in 
the struggle of the individual against the 
mass mind. In contrast to the process 
of mechanised multiplication by the 
machine, the artist’s work consists of an 
unprejudiced search for the forms that 
symbolise the common phenomena of 
life, and this requires that he takes an 
independent, uninhibited view of our 
own life process. His work is essential 
for true democracy, for he is the prototype 
of the whole man. His intuitive qualities 
are the antidote against over-organisation. 
If mechanisation were an end in. itself it 
would be an unmitigated calamity, robbing 
life of its fullness and variety by stunting 
human men and women into sub-human 
robot-like automata; but in the last 
resort mechanisation can have only one 
object, *hamely, to abolish the physical 
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toil of the individual to provide himself 
with the necessities of existence, so that 
hands and brain may be set free for some 
higher order of activity. 


Our problem is, therefore, to find the 
right balance and co-ordination between 
the artist or architect, the scientist, and 
the business man. They together could 
create a humanised standard. In all the 
great epochs of history the existence of 
standards, that is, the conscious adoption 
of type-forms, has been the criterion of a 
polite and well-ordered society, and it is 
a commonplace that repetition of the same 


‘thing for the same purposes, exercises a 


settling and civilising influence on men’s 
minds ; but mere machine repetition cer- 
tainly does not by itself create’a standard, 
for rationalisation, which many people 


imagine to be the cardinal principle of . 


present design, is really only its purifying 
agency. The satisfaction of the human 
psyche is just as important as the fulfil- 
ment of material requirements. 


Throughout a life-time I have tried to 


tell people that functionalism, as I under- ~ 


stand it, is not something which deals 
only with material problems, but also with 
the psyche of the human being, and 
therefore is something very complete if 
we look at it in that way ; but it has always 
been misunderstood in many writings 
and we cannot emphasise enough the 
completeness of that term if it is under- 
stood properly. 

The true standard product, worthy of a 
balanced democracy, will function both 
materially and emotionally. It is the 
result of a long process, combining a 
maximum of ingenuity, contributed by 
many individuals, with the best and most 
economic technical means of mechanisa- 
tion. ‘The mechanised process of the 
machine has to be constantly enlivened by 
creative action by the artist, and then 
standardisation will not be an impediment 
to the development of culture but, on the 
contrary, one of its immediate pre- 
requisites. ‘The standard may then be 
defined as a method of dealing with some- 
thing in general use, such as a chair or a 
house, which embodies a fusion of the best 
of its forms, a fusion preceded by the 
elimination of.the merely arbitrary and 
merely whimsical and otherwise non- 
essential features. In this way the fear 
that individuality will be crushed out by 
the tyranny of standardisation will vanish. 


CHANGE IN ATTITUDE 


The change in attitude which I have 
been talking about has already started, 
but there is much still to be done. There 
is still a wide gap between the industrialist 
on the one hand and the designer on the 
other. The designer or architect often 
fails to recognise sufficiently the impact of 
industrialisation and its technical and 
econamic implications, and the industrial- 
ist is often impatient, assuming that it is 
possible to make a design before next 
Thursday which will then embellish the 
product so that it will become a best- 
selling standard product. He still some- 
times cherishes the notion that design is 
something to be added on, instead of an 
inherent quality which can result only from 
a laborious process of trial and error, 


° 
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in clese collaboration with all concerned 
in its production. 


There is plenty of evidence that the 
success of industrial products simultane- 
ously in the cultural, technical and 
economic fields depends entirely on 
balanced team-work between the designer, 
the scientist, the engineer, the market 
analyst and the salesman. If the aim 
of true team-work is to give the best 
possible service through the closest inte- 
gration of all the factors involved in manu- 
facturing a product, the work of each 
member of the team is of equal impor- 
tance for the final result ; consequently 
each member must be of equal rank, 
which makes for the specific technique 
of team-work, implying collaboration and 
not direction, freedom of initiative rather 
than the impress of authority. That ap- 
proach does not, of course, exclude the 
selection of a “‘ job captain ” by the team 
itself as a primus inter pares, whose task 
it is to control and schedule the processes 
of integration. 


THE ARTIST - DESIGNER 


The further development of team-work 
will, I believe, bring the artist-designer 
back into the fold of the community. 
From his ivory tower he will move closer 
to the testing laboratory and the factory, 
and become in the eyes of the people a 
legitimate brother to the scientist, the en- 
gineer and the business man. This circuit, 
I believe, will be rapidly closed. Therefore, 
to fit the designer for his creative part with- 
in the industrial team and to bring him 
nearer to the modern sources of produc- 
tion should be the predominant aim of our 
educational institutions of design ; and, 
as I believe that the machine will penetrate 
more and more into the field of building, 
there is the same to be said about our own 
profession. 


At the start of this talk, I stated that I 
thought it necessary to erect a frame of 
reference and to take up a definite position 
relative to it. I have tried to outline my 
opinion of the political and cultural 
context to which I see contemporary 
architecture related, and now I should 
like to try to make an appraisal of the status 
of our architectural profession to date. 
I must-apologise for the fact that I- have 
not full knowledge of the conditions in 
England, so that it is mainly what I have 
experienced in the U.S.A. which underlies 
what I have to say about it. 


Our profession seems to be in a crisis 
on account of the all too vast transforma- 
tion of all our human activities during this 
generation. In the mind of the average 
man, the architect still seem: to belong to a 
luxury profession wh:ch is called in if 
there is some extra money available for 
beautification ; he does not seem to be 
considered as essential to the building 
effort, as are the engineer and the con- 
tractor. It is small wonder that the 
American Institute of Architects has 
found that over 80 per cent. of the build- 
ings in the U.S.A. are built without an 
architect, and that the average member of 
the profession makes less than a brick- 
layer in the East. The conctption: of the 
“prima donna” architect, catering for 
the wealthy client and acting as his 
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“** gentleman trustee” finds only a very 
limited application nowadays, and I 
should imagine even less so here than in 
the United States. It is my personal 
opinion that we architects must try much 
more to make ourselves an indispensable 
part of to-day’s production process itself 
and to join hands more closely with the 
engineer, the contractor and industry. 


DESIGN DIVORCED FROM 
ERECTION 


I have found that the public simply do 
not understand the task of the architect 
as it is defined by us, and that we have not 
been sufficiently able to clarify the issue. 
People who are in a, building mood want 
to buy the complete package for a fixed 
price with a definite time of delivery. 
They are not interested in the question of 
division of labour among the architect, 
the engineer and the contractor, but only 
in the finished goods. The complete 
separation of the design and execution of 
buildings as it is in force to-day seems to 
be rather artificial if you compare it with 
the process of building in the great periods 
of the past. I have come to believe, 
therefore, that the changes in needs and 
methods of production and the increase of 
building industrialisation will force the 
architects in the future once more to draw 
closer to the building profession and to 
become a member of a building team, 
together with the engineer, the scientist 
and the contractor. Design, construction 
and economy may then again become an 
indivisible entity, with the fusion of art, 
science and business. 


The development of the machine will 
certainly not stop at the threshold of 
building. The industrialisation of build- 
ing seems to take longer to achieve than 
industrialisation in other fields of pro- 
duction only because building is so much 
more complex. When I left New York 
about ten days ago I saw some of the new 
skyscrapers under construction, and I 
noticed that they are already almost 
completely assembled products; 80 to 
90 per cent. consists of assembling paits 
which have been made in workshops, so 
that the building process goes more and 
more to the stationary workshop, and the 
process in the field is only that of assembly. 
I make particular mention of the sky- 
scraper, because we are sometimes apt to 
think that it is only the small house which 
can be prefabricated, whereas prefabrica- 
tion can be applied to the large building 
also. 


Recently I went to Washington to see 
what is going on in Government building, 
and everywhere I found the same dis- 
couraging attitude on the part of govern- 
mental agencies of wanting to play safe. 
One high official told me that he had gone 
very far in standardising his buildings. 
If work was farmed out to architects in the 
different States, a set of drawings was sent, 
and the architect was permitted to do 
little more than adapt the plan to the 
individual site and do some surface treat- 
ment as an individual touch. We are 
being pushed out of public building, it 
seems. I then went to the head of the 
public works department; he told me that 
they are still letting individual architects 
handle some of the space relations, but 
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when it comes to detail, staircase drawing 
No. 581 or balustrade No. 205 must be 
taken. 


I understand that you suffer from a 
similar trend towards organisation. Does 
it not seern, therefore, that architects must 
take some decisive step, in our professional 
set-up, to regain our creative leadership 
in building production and defend our- 
selves against the sterilising effect of over- 
organisation and over-mechanisation? I 
have convinced myself that the various 
types of team-work may bring us again 
into more prominent leadership. _Colla- 
boration between architect, 
scientist and contractor has, of course, 
hardly begun to take shape on the horizon, 
but I believe that the younger generation 
of architects will be driven by prevailing 
conditions to direct their thought and 
action to forming such building production 
teams and making themselves indispens- 
able leading members of them. 


PRODUCTION TEAMS 


I have not yet had much success in 
leading the way to production teams, but 
I have had some experience of teamwork 
amongst architects, and I know that there 
are several attempts of this sort in this 
country. Unfortunately, I have not yet 
had the opportunity to exchange opinions 
on the subject, but I thought that it might 
be of interest to tell you a little about my 
own firm, the Architects Collaborative, 
which is called ‘“‘ Tek,” how it came into 
being and how it operates. I am glad 
to have this opportunity, as we have found 
it difficult to straighten out our public 
relations. The Press, apparently, hate 
to deal with a whole bunch of partners 
instead of with one individua’, and there- 
fore they try to look for the “ prima 
donna” of the team, and I have to be 
continually on the watch to see that our 


collaborative effort is explained success-_ 


fully. -It seems that the public is not 
yet attuned to team-work in the archi- 
tectural field, and, as there are so few 
precedents, it was difficult even for us 
when we tried to predict what the effective- 
ness of such a group might be. 


Through my activities as an educator 
I have been concerned for years with the 
plight of young architects when they leave 
school and enter into practice. I have 
seen them make attempts to set up shop 
independently, and more often than not 
resign themselves to work as draughts- 
men in large offices which offer little or 
no chance to exercise individual initiative. 


It has saddened me to see so much 
youthful energy and talent dry up gradu- 
ally by the slow attrition of our more and 
more centralised working system, and I 
feel that democratic concepts cannot 
easily survive our increasing mechanisa- 
tion and super-organisation unless an 
antidote is found which will help the 
individual in his struggle with the levelling 
effect of the mass mind. _I have tried to 
find such an antidote by giving my students 
in Harvard, in addition to their individual 
training, some experience of working in 
teams. I know that this is done in the 
Architectural Association in London with 
good success. ‘This has become a valuable 
stimulus to our students, as well as to the 
teachers. Everybody has found the ex- 
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perience extremely rewarding, though 
there were some hurdles to get over with 
students who thought of their training 
mainly in terms of beating the other 
fellow. Now they have to learn to 
collaborate with others. 


Building teams of the Middle Ages, 
in which no member of the team lost his 
identity, have been interesting me. This 
is, to my mind, an urgent task lying before 
the new generation, not only in the field 
of architecture, but in all our endeavours’ 
to create an integrated society. In our 
particular field there is no book of rules 
for such an undertaking unless we want 
to go back as far as the Middle Ages, 
where the working teams of the great 
cathedral builders were organised in such 
a way that every journeyman and appren- 
tice contributed his part of the work 
independently, only obeying a general 
geometrical idea of proportion prescribed 
by the master builder and carried through 
in all parts of the building. 


Since that time, collaboration among 
men which would release the creative 
instincts of the individual instead of 
smothering them has not been practised 
much, and we found very little knowledge 
of the basic requirements which make 
such team-work possible. We have found, 
for instance, that it takes considerable 
time to acquire certain habits which seem 
indispensable for fruitful team-work. I 
discovered, first of all, that it was impera- 
tive for participants in the team to tell the 
other members, right from the start, 
what they were doing; there must bea con- 
tinuous mutual exchange. Even if every- 
one has the best intentions of doing this, 
in the beginning he tends to forget the 
importance of this basic exchange and 
it takes some time to train one’s self. This 
exchange, however, is indispensable, as 
it puts the different individuals in their 
right place of participation, and every- 
body, of course, likes to do the work for 
which he is particularly fitted. 


COLLECTIVE EFFORT 


Research then grows quickly, and the 
variety of opinions develops into a chal- 
lenge to the designer ; and, with the flood 
of so many objective problems which have 
to be solved, in the end it is difficult to 
remember who initiated this or that part 
of the idea, because what is done results 
from mutual stimulation. No doubt there 
are many difficulties to be overcome 
which arise from inflexibilities of character. 
There can be no doubt, however, that the 
stature of the individual grows under the 
voluntary collective effort of the team. 
The acid test of being checked and re- 
checked by one’s team-mate and neigh- 
bour enriches one’s own opinion and 
broadens one’s own aspect. 


As democracy obviously hinges on our 
ability to ce-operate, | urge that the 
arehitect, as a co-ordinator by vocation, 
should lead the way to this development 
of the new technique of collaboration in 
teams. The essence of such technique 
should be to emphasise individual free- 
dom of initiative instead of authoritative 
direction. by a boss. The bringing to-

A.— The phrase “repairing lease” is a 
very loose one and I do not think that it 
would be found in any properly drawn legal 
document. If the phrase is used in the 
auctioneer’s particulars, the intending pur- 
chaser should make very full inquiries as 
to the precise terms of the lease. The obliga- 
tions as to repairs imposed by leases vary 
to such an extent that it is impossible to give 
any general account of a tenant’s obligations.

for rating are given a gross and net annual - 
The rates are paid on the net annual 


value. 
value. The difference between the gross and 
the net annual value represents the statutory 
repairs allowance. The terms “gross and 
net annual value” have nothing to do with 
the payment of any ground rent.

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Reclamation of Abandoned Industrial Areas 


PROFESSOR DUDLEY STAMP AT THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF ARTS 


Tet on the long-term view the land 

is the nation’s one great physical 
asset and with our high population, 
which works out at 0.8 acre per person in 
England and Wales, we cannot afford any 
waste lands at all was the theme of PrRo- 
ressor L. DupLey StTamp’s address to the 
Royal Society of Arts, on November 21, 
on The Reclamation of Abandoned Indus- 
trial Areas. After describing the general 
picture in regard to derelict industrial 
sites, Professor Dudley Stamp went on to 
consider some of the’ technical difficulties 
involved, and we take the following extracts 
from this part of his paper.’ Professor 
Dudley Stamp said : 


The restoration of abandoned industrial 
areas is essentially a practical problem. 
Up and down the country there are in- 
numerable pieces of waste land in aggregate 
covering a large area but individually 
small. Each piece, in fact, constitutes a 
separate problem, and there is no solution 
of general application. Many of these 
pieces of waste land are in private owner- 
ship. For others local authorities are, or 
could be, responsible, and it is up to every 
individual concerned and to every. such 
local authority to take the appropriate 
steps. It is far more important for indi- 
vidual responsibility. to be realised than 
to look for government action, for new 
legislation, or other leads. What is first 
needed is a careful survey and study of 
each area. 


The first possibility is always the reuse 
of the sites for industry again. In many 
cases the factors which led to the original 
choice as favourable for industrial develop- 
ment are still operative. This, for ex- 
ample, is the case along Tyneside where 
anyone travelling by water from Newcastle 
down the river to North Shields must be 
struck by the valugble waterside sites at 
present left idle. One notices the same 
possibilities when passing by railway over 
similar derelict land on the eastern 
approaches to Swansea. Where, as not 
infrequently happens, the land has been 
thoroughly poisoned by its previous 
usage, this-does not matter where reuse 
for industry is° concerned. There are, 
of course, large areas of derelict land where 
circumstances have changed and the sites 
are no longer suitable for reuse for 
industrial purposes. This applies to 
worked out parts of coalfields and some 
of the old smelting areas. In such: cases 
other uses must be sought. 


REUSE FOR HOUSING 


One thinks then in terms of reuse for 
housing. The first requisites are. usually 
the clearance of rubbish, often the remains 
of buildings and rusty machinery, the 
levelling of the site and attention to 
drainage. 


Very frequently abandoned sites have 
already been clothed by nature with a 
rough vegetation. It must not there- 
fore be supposed: that when these cleared 
sites are used for housing nothing will 
grow. Provided the land has not been 





poisoned it can be fed with manures and a 
little ingenuity can produce some amazing 
results. In fact, anyone who visits to-day 
some of the attractive modern housing 
estates in the Black Country would be 
quite unable to visualise the derelict 
scenes of only a few years back. 


Closely associated with the possible use 
for housing is the reclamation of land 
for playing fields. Here sites which are 
flat or can be levelled and are either 
drained or drainable are essential and other 
areas lend themselves to parks. Where 
old workings have become filled with water, 
as commonly happens with old gravel 
workings, some most attractive results can 
be achieved. 


There are many cases where abandoned 
industrial sites have become strongholds 
of wild nature. It is amazing how many 
otherwise rare plants have found refuge in 
old quarries, in abandoned gravel workings 
and, since the war, on blitzed sites. 


' AFFORESTATION 


We pass to another use, that of great 
spoil banks from collieries, or from the 
working of ironstone, where large blocks 
of rock are brought to the surface: With 
opencast workings the -problems have 
increased progressively with the increasing 
size and power of excavating machinery. 
Almost the only possibility of productive 
use is for afforestation. ‘Those who have 
seen giant trees in their natural habitats, 
their roots penetrating into crevices in 
otherwise. bare rock surfaces, must have 
realised how long-suffering are many of 
the forest giants. 

When the problem of derelict land began 
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to force itself to public attention in the 
early years of the present century, the 
Midland Afforestation Association was 
formed, and started its pionéer work in 
1903. It was found that coniferous trees 
were unable to survive in smoky, soot- 
laden atmosphere. Deciduous trees have 
a better chance, they are able to breathe 
anew when their fresh young leaves un- 
fold. Such trees as alder, black poplar, 
sycamore, willow, wych elm, birch and 
ash survived. They began to build up a 
soil. It must unfortunately be recorded 
that the trees had other and more serious 
enemies. My colleague, Dr. M. J. Wise, 
at the London School of Economics, who 
has recently made a survey of the areas 
planted by the Association reports that 
most are derelict. They have been de- 
liberately destroyed by thoughtless chil- 
dren and youths. 


There are large stretches of the country 
worked over in the old days when workings 
were shallow and excavation largely by 
hand where a seam of ironstone, or a bed 
of gravel, or banded limestone has been 
extracted and the land to-day, at a slightly 
lower level, is good agricultural land with 
scarcely a clue to the fact that it has already 
delivered up its mineral wealth. In 
general terms, however, the restoration 
of the older industrial. sites for general 
farming use is not possible. Where small 
patches of derelict land occur in towns 
many little charming gardens can be 
established. I will refer only to what the 
Tower Hilk Improvement Trust has done 
in London. 


We may turn now to consider briefly 
the rather different problem of derelict 
areas actually being created at the present 
day, especially by the working of minerals. 
Despite the large area involved, I do not 
propose to deal in any detail with these 
because under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, the Minister con- 
cerned can insist upon restoration as a 
condition for necessary permissions to 
work, 


In the first place many sites can be left 
in such a way that they can afterwards be 
used for a variety of purposes. Often 
what is involved is a simple tidying up 
process. I have in mind as an example 
the removal of the whole top of a hill in 
Kent which had a capping of clay, now 
used up in the course of the manufacture 
of cement. Below the clay were loamy 
sands and beds with a considerable con- 
tent of lime. If the surface had been left 
roughly level and cleared of old rails, 
sleepers and other debris, it would have 
afforded a tract of cultivable land actually 
far better than before the clay was re- 
moved. However, because the site was 
left in a very untidy condition, it has 
remained so far as I. know completely 
waste to this day. 


IDEAL INDUSTRIAL SITES 


Again, when surface minerals such as 
chalk are being worked, with a little 
foresight working can surely be taken 
down to a common level, providing after- 
wards an almost flat surface at the right 
height to form an ideal industrial site. 
There are cases of this sort to be found in 
North Kent,§ where land north of the

railway line and near the river was of 
little use for industrial location until the 
chalk had been removed ‘and the surface 
reduced not only to a flat plain but one 
which did not involve an approach by a 
steep slope. 

in the third place, minerals are often 
worked down, as in the case again of 
chalk or gravel, to below the permanent 
water level, and flooding is inevitable. Of 
course, it is true that much gravel can only 
profitably be worked in this way, but the 
old water-filled holes in chalk and lime- 
stone districts need not have happened 
if working had ceased only a few feet 
higher, without any serious loss of the 
raw material. 

Quarries, coal mines, and many othet 
heavy industries involve the production 
of large quantities of waste material. 
The old system was to run out this waste 
material, shale or slag, or whatever it 
happened to be, by wagons on rails, and 
in due course such old dumps with an 
approximately level surface have consoli- 
dated and their surface can be used. ‘The 
more modern method is to build up great 
conical mounds. . The choice between 
the two is not only a financial one, there 
are other considerations. The flat-topped 
tip may involve covering a very large area 
of valuable agricultural land, and there is 
less waste of land where the conical 
mound is built up. This may be a decid- 
ing factor. On the other hand, little use 
can afterwards be made of the conical 
mound, except possible afforéstation. 


A LONG-TERM PROCESS 


Restoration must be looked upon as a 
long-term process, and time must be 
allowed for settlement.. The mistake 
commonly made is to try to restore land 
to its former use immediately. What 
after all is ten years in the life of a nation 
if it is necessary to wait that length for 
land to consolidate itself before being used ? 

There is a great deal of argument with 
regard to the conservation of topsoil. Is 
it worth while to strip off the top few 
inches, to store the soil and afterwards 
to spread it back, perhaps on:a refuse 
dump, perhaps on an area where gravel 
or ironstone has been removed. It is 
useless to do this unless there is spread 
below the soil a suitable depth of soil 
forming material. 

The trouble with iron ore working is 
that the overburden often consists of 
massive beds of limestone and sandstone 
so that when the iron ore is worked out 
the surface is just a waste of giant blocks. 
The growth in size of the modern machines 
results in these blocks being arranged in 
long lines or hills separated by valleys, 
giving rise to the devastating appearance 
of hill and dale in many of our modern 
workings. This is indeed a problem unless 
the land can be roughly levelled and even 
then it may be that if we want the iron 
ore we shall have to say goodbye to the 
use of the land for a very long period. 
Provided, however, the blocks of stone 
are not too large it has been shown that 
trees grow better on hill and dale than on 
flat land. 

Then there is the question of costs of 
restoration. One often hears the argu- 
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ment that if it ‘costs £100 an acre to 
restore land in such a way that it is suitable 
for other use, it is obviously uneconomic 
to do so when the original freehold value 
of the land was only, say, £25 an acre. 
This short-sighted argument ignores the 
value of the mineral. products taken from 
the land. Surely it assumes a different 
importance when one argues by saying 
that if £5,000 of minerals are taken from 
an acre it is surely but a small proportion 
to spend £100, £200 or £300 in restoring 
the land so that it can be used for other 
purposes. Other countries which are 
concerned with shortage of available land 
surface recognise this. For example, the 
cost of the reclamation of the Zuyder Zee 
by the Dutch is three, four or more times 
the value of the land so obtained. When 
we view the pressure of our population 
on our land surface, and the necessity 
which there may be of working out our 
own salvation, it is the long-term view 
which must be taken. 


The advent of the bull dozer, the tractor- 
drawre scraper and other large machines 
have entirely changed any earlier estimates 
of costs of land clearing and restoration. 
Where such power is now within our 
grasp it is time we buried that disgraceful 
reminder of the wrongs of a bygone age, 
‘“‘ where there’s muck there’s money.” 


Mineral Development Charge

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SUTTON DWELLINGS 
High Maintenance Costs Causing 
Anxiety

TPHE report of the trustees of the Sutton 

Dwellings Trust, which attained its 
fiftieth birthday last. year, has just been 
published, and contains several warnings 
about house-building in the future. 

The trustees are all men of knowledge 
and experience. The chairman is Sir 
Edward Forber, at one time deputy secretary 
of the Ministry of Health and later chair- 
man of the Board of Inland Revenue. One 
of his, colleagues is Sir Charles des Forges, 
formerly town clerk at Rotherham. Archi- 
tects are represented by Sir Lancelot Keay, 
P-P.R.I.B.A. Other trustees are Sir Miles 
Mitchell, formerly Lord Mayor of Man- 
chester, and Mr. C. W. Gibson, who has had 
much experience of L.C.C. housing. : 

In the last century, William Richard 
Sutton built up a carrying business in the 
City of London. He was impressed by the 
deplorable standard of housing accommoda- 
tion in London, and was no doubt inspired 
by the example of George Peabody and Sir 
Edward Guinness, to make a will in 1894 
in the hope of raising housing standards. 
Under this will he left the bulk of his for- 
tune to found a charitable trust for the pro- 
vision of model low-rent dwellings. W. R. 
Sutton died in 1900, and the trust then came 
into being with assets of about £14m. The 
first dwellings were built in 1909 at 
Bethnal Green. Even then the problem of 
housing old people was acute and 24 one- 
room flats were reserved for them. These 
are still eagerly sought by. aged couples, 
especially as the rent is as low as 4s. 3d. for 
certain flats, inclusive of general ‘and water 
rates. Fifty years ago the net rents ranged 
from 1s. 8d. to 6s. 74d. 

Since then 23 estates have been developed, 
six in London and 17 in large towns. There 
are Sutton properties at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, South Shields, Middlesbrough, Leeds, 
Bradford, Manchester, Salford, Sheffield, 
Hull, Stoke-on-Trent, Leicester, Birmingham, 
Bristol and Plymouth. | 

The trustees have done their best to 
provide for some measure of community life 
by building sports pavilions and institutes. 
The institutes in the North of England con- 
tain assembly halls with well-equipped 
stages, cloak rooms, billiard rooms and 
kitchens. Throughout the half century the 
necessity to fix low rents, the primary object 
of the donor, has been borne in mind, and as 
a result there has only been an avefage clear 
return of about 1} per cent. on all estates 
developed up to 1939. 


Return Nil 


The real problem to-day is the cost of 
maintenance work, approximately 4s. 24d. 
per week per dwelling. This has brought 


‘the annual return down to practically nil, 


taking one year with another. This decline 
is in spite of subsidies being received from 
both taxation and rates. 7 

Sir Edward Forber in his report gives the 
following grave warning as regards the 
future: “ The trustees cannot but view with 
misgiving a position in which some £4m. 
laid out in useful housing work during the 
past half century should now bring in an 
insignificant annual net return, with a 
prospect of annual losses in the future, 
unless costs fail substantially or the Trust 
is put in a position to increase rents to cover 
necessary repairs.” 
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NEW SPEECH 
REINFORCEMENT SYSTEM 


St. Paul’s Cathedral Tests 


A NEW speech reinforcement system is 

being tested in St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
The Cathedral is a particularly difficult 
building for speech because of its very 
reverberant acoustics which can make speech 
unintelligible. - The reverberation time (the 
time taken for sound to die away) is 12 
seconds in the empty Cathedral compared 
with 4 seconds in the Royal Albert Hall 
empty or 24 seconds in the Royal Festival 
Hall empty. The new system makes use of 
two recent developments; the first is the 
loudspeaker “column,” and the second is 
the time-delay. 


Loudspeaker “ Columns ” 
The human voice, or the sound from: an 


, ordinary loudspeaker, spreads out more or 


less equally in all directions. This means 
that while some of the sound goes straight 
to the listener, most of it, in a very reverb- 
erant place such as the Cathedral, reaches 
him by reflection from the various surfaces 
after a considerable time interval. Thus the 
returning sound of one syllable interferes 
with the direct sound from the next syllable, 
with the obvious result that it is impossible 
to hear distinct words. If all, or nearly all, 
the sound could be directed towards the 
listener the reflected sound would be neglig- 
ible. This is achieved by the loudspeaker 
“column,” consisting of a number of ordin- 
ary loudspeakers placed in a vertical line. 
This arrangement by an interference process 
produces a beam of sound which spreads 
out equally in all directions in the horizontal 
plane but which in the vertical plane is con- 
fined within a few feet. 

In the Cathedral, one such “column” is 
at present placed next to the pulpit and the 
sound from it is directed towards the con- 
gregation in the dome area. There is a 
limit to the distance that this one “ column” 
will. cover, and so additional columns are 
installed down the nave. ‘ 

Time-Delays . 

A listener at the east end of the nave may 
be about 20 feet, say, from one of the loud- 
speaker “ columns ” in the nave and 120 feet 
from the “column ” next to the pulpit. 
With an ordinary amplification system ‘the 
sound from the nave will reach him about 
1-10th second before the sound from the 
pulpit. Since it is the sound which arrives 
first which mainly determines the apparent 
direction of the source (the Haas effect) the 
listener would think that all the sound was 
coming from the nave loudspeaker. If an 
electrical delay is introduced into the nave 
loudspeaker so that it. is delayed by this 
1-10th second plus a little more, the sound 
from the pulpit loudspeaker will reach the 
listener first and he will now think that all 
the sound is coming from the pulpit, with 
an obvious gain in realism. This has been 
done in the Cathedral, and the illusion that 
all the sound is coming from the pulpit can 
be maintained over the whole congregation 
area, 

General Remarks 

The system is still partly experimental in 
that the final tests can only be made under 
operating conditions, i.e., with a congrega- 
tion present. Although a very good indica- 
tion of the quality of speech to be expected 
has already been obtained, there remains one 
minor problem to be solved. Until the new 
system is used at services, it will not be 
known if it is quite loud enough. The limit 
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, to the loudness is set by the “feed-back ” 


of the amplified sound into the microphone. 
This limitation could be overcome at once 
by moving the loudspeaker “column” 
further away from the pulpit, but there 
would then be some loss of realism for-part 
of the dome area since the sound would 
appear to be coming from the “column” 
and not from the pulpit. This would not be 
serious; nevertheless other methods of solv- 
ing this are being investigated but are not 
yet complete. 

The new system has been designed by the 
Building Research Station in collaboration 
with Pamphonic Reproducers, Ltd. the 
Building Research Station work being under 
the direction of Mr. P. H. Parkin, B.Sc., 
A.M.LC.E. 

At a Press conference held at the 
Cathedral last week, tests were made 
from the pulpit, first with the unaided 
human voice, then with the amplify- 
ing system now in use, and afterwards 
with the new system, with and without 
adjustments for delay. At the west end of 
the nave the human voice unaided was 
almost inaudible; with the éxisting system 
barely audible; while with the new system, 
with delay adjustment, every word spoken 
was clearly heard. The signals from the 
“columns” in the nave, which are attached 
to the piers, are timed to coincide with the 
direct sound waves from the “columns” 
near the pulpit, the delaying process being 
carried out’ by a mechanical recording 
equipment located in the crypt. During the 
tests, pistol shots were fired in the dome 
area to show the long period of reverbera- 
tion. 

The visible equipment in the Cathedral is, 
of course, temporary. The permanent loud 
speakers would need tobe carefully designed 
to accord with the architecture of the 
Cathedral. 

In the course of a short address, THE 
ARCHDEACON OF LONDON (the (Ven. .O. H. 
Gibbs-Smith), said the ‘Dean and Chapter, 
although they had not officially accepted the 
new system, had heard a private test, and 
were most favourably impressed with it. 
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They owed a debt of great gratitude to the 
Building Research Station at Watford, 
chiefly to Mr. Parkin and his team, and to 
Pamphonic Reproducers, Ltd., ‘particularly 
to Mr. Paul Taylor and his colleagues, for 
the research work which each of these 
bodies has been conducting in their labora- 
tories for some months past, working in the 
closest collaboration. Between them they 
had produced a revolutionary development 
in methods of speech reinforcement for 
great national buildings like the. Cathedral, 
which were constructed before the science 
of acoustics was discovered. The research 
scientists had done. pioneer work of the first 
importance, and if their experiments were 
successful they would have greatly advanced 
the known technique of speech amplification 
for vast buildings of that kind with a long 
reverberation period. These developments 
might not be their last word in their search 
for the perfect system. However, they did 
claim to have beaten the echo without dis- 
torting the natural qualities of the speaking 
voice, and this serves also to preserve the 
sense of the-numinous which was so vital in 
divine worship. G. J. H.

TRAINING FOR FOREMANSHIP. By F. H. 
Gregory. (London: The Illustrated Car- 
penter and Builder.) Price 3s. 6d. 
ANYTHING THAT HELPS to forward 

the movement for increasing the supply and 

the efficiency of general foremen is welcome, 
and we have pleasure in calling attention to 
this very useful booklet, just published, with 

a foreword by Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, 

F.1L.0.B. Mr. Gregory is a member of the 

London Association of Builders’ Foremen 

and Clerks of Works and a man of wide 

experience. His booklet is no mere academic 
review of training facilities, but a practical 
guide on foremanship, particularly in relation: 
to the handling of men and the organisation 
and supervision of building work. In a very 
readable, at times almost conversational, 
style he pours out a wealth: of useful 
information and suggestions, clearly derived 
from: or based on personal experience, on 
a wide variety of subjects such as “ climbing 
the ladder ” (of promotion), site organisation, 
keeping down costs, essentials of manage- 
ment, handling grievances, problems of per- 
sonnel, safety on the site, reports and 
records, excavations, making and laying con- 
crete, and mechanical aids; with chapters, 
full of useful tips, on various trades—brick- 


layer, carpenter and joiner, plasterer, 
electrician and plumber, specialists and 
decorator. 


On the human side of things he is, every- 
where, excellent. Take this, for example, 
in the chapter on Mechanical Aids: “ Men 
are still wary of new inventions and fear 
they: will shorten their job. You must, first 
of all, know how to operate the machine 
and whether you can arrange a demonstra- 
tion. You have to stress that you are intro- 
ducing this aid to help the men to make 
their work easier, not to reduce their earn- 
ings. In fact, it is more likely that, by speed- 
ing up the work, you will be helping them 
to earn an increased wage. In no case must 
bonus targets be increased to help pay for 
the aid because, if used efficiently, most 
machines will’ pay for themselves by 
increased output.” 

As Mr. Woodbine Parish suggests in his 
foreword, this booklet should be of value 
to even the most competent of general fore- 
men. ‘Two small corrections: “ Wallings ” 
(p. 42) should read “ walings,” and “ dis- 
burse” (p. 47) is presumably a misprint for 
“ disperse.” G3. Hi. 











STEEL PRICES 


Complaints of Charges for 
“ Fabrication ” 


THE MINISTRY OF SUPPLY announces that 
complaints have been received from building 
contractors and manufacturers about the 
prices they are being charged for steel sold 
to them under the guise of “ fabricated” 
steel. 


Common. expedients in use are the 
bending of reinforcement rods and the drill- 
ing of holes in angles and sheets. Pur- 
chasers usually do not need the steel to be 
thus “ fabricated,” but they are required to 
pay very high prices for these simple pro- 
cesses, 


The Ministry regards these steels as price 
controlled. Investigations are proceeding 
with a view to prosecuting those who con- 
travene the Iron and Steel Prices Orders, 
when becoming involved in such transactions.

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SAVINGS IN MANPOWER . 
Local Authorities’ Part 


IN ITS SECOND REPORT, now published 
(Cmd. 8421, Stationery Office, 1s. 6d.),; the 
Local Government Manpower Committee, 
which includes representatives from eight 
Government Departments and the associa- 
tions representing local authorities, it is 
recorded that many of the recommendations 
made in the first report have now been put 
into effect. These include the adoption of 


‘a number of reports affecting, among other 


subjects, education, compulsory purchase of 
land, the appointment of medical officers of 
health and sanitary inspectors, and control 
of building resources. One recommendation 
of the committee which has required legisla- 
tion has also been implemented. This con- 
cerned the procedure for the approval of 
loans made by metropolitan borough coun- 
cils, which was dealt with in the London 
Government Act, 1950. The committee be- 
lieve that considerable savings in manpower 
have been made possible by the adoption of 
their recommendations, but precise figures 
cannot be given. 

In an appendix to the report now pub- 
lished other recommendations requiring 
legislation are listed. The committee do not 
think that these proposed amendments, in 
general, involve major issues of Government 
policy, or that they are controversial. 

The committee believe that they have 
now completed their main task. 


THE HOUSING DRIVE 
Need for Flexibility 


Mr. ERNEST MaArRPLES, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, said at Wolverhampton, 
recently, that a flexible system was needed 
in the housing drive to-day, which allowed 
more initiative to local authorities. The 
people of Wolverhampton, he said, knew the 
town’s needs better than Whitehall. 

It was hopeless for the Ministry to turn 
out paper plans unless these could be imple- 
mented on the spot by local authorities. The 
300,000 houses target could be achieved 
only by “sheer hard work.” There was no 
short cut, said Mr. Marples, for this or any 
other Government to the building of the 
necessary number of houses. 

Mr. Marples opened Wolverhampton 
Corporation’s 4,000th post-war house, on the 
Moreton Estate.

Machine Repair Depot 


An. example of modern methods applied 
to the repair and maintenance of contrac- 
tors’ machinery and equipment is the new 
plant depot at Wolverhampton, belonging to 
Wilson Lovatt and Sons, Ltd. The premises 
have been designed to utilise labour-saving 
machinery and to put back into service 
nachinery which has been completely over- 
hauled. Machines ranging from the smallest 
mechanical pump ‘to the largest excavator 
go through a comprehensive sequence of 
>verations. After cleaning and de-greasing 
»y modern mechanical methods, the units 
are completely dismantled. Engines are 
despatched to a separate engine repair shop, 
equipped with tools to manufacture spare 
parts which cannot be readily obtained. The 
base machines without their engines travel 
to the machine repair shop, which also is 
served by its own lathes, drills, etc., and 
welding and blacksmiths’ departments. All 
the repair shops are equipped with electric 
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overhead travelling cranes. Serving the 
repair shops is a modern stores, in which 
many thousands of spare parts are stocked. 
It includes also a stores record system of 
a comprehensive type. After repair, the 
engines and machines are re-assembled and 
given a practical test under full working 
conditions. All handling, both inside the 
machine repair shops and around the con- 
siderable yard storage areas, is done by 
mechanical means and man-handling is prac- 
tically eliminated. 


London’s Next Tube 


Proposals contained in the London Plan 
Working Party’s Report, for two entirely new 
suburban “ tube” lines, were referred to by 
Mr. F. G. Maxwell in a recent talk to the 
Railway Students’ Association. . One, he said, 
was a north-south route from thé Tottenham 


area through the West End of London con-* 


necting Kings Cross, Euston and Victoria, 
then passing under the river and following 
the line of the main London road to Croydon. 
The other was an east-west route starting 
on the Chingford and Enfield branches of 
the Eastern Region, then ‘passing, in tube, 
under Liverpool-street and along the align- 
ment of Fleet-street and the Strand to Vic- 
toria, then on to some western outlet which 
would be decided later. 


The New River Pollution Act 


There is at present scope for considerable 
improvements in many sewage disposal 
works and treatment processes, states the 
Ministry of Health in a circular (No. 64/51) 
to local authorities and other interested 
bodies on the Rivers (Prevention of Pollution) 
Act, 1951. The purpose of the Act, which 
came into force on October 1 last, is “ to pro- 
vide the responsible authorities -with all the 
powers that are at present considered neces- 
sary for dealing with problems of river 
pollution. At the same time, persons who 
discharge effluents to streams will know, in 
course of time, as precisely as is possible 
the conditions to which they should con- 
form.”

New Book-keeping Method 


A method of book-keeping whereby mul- 
tiple entering can be combined with visible 
records has been devised by The Shannon, 
Ltd. Hitherto, state the inventors, either 
the one or the other was possible, but not 
both. Their method is claimed to be quite 
simple; it embodies a two-leaf. panel (the 
top leaf of which slides up and down) inter- 
locking lugs to grip inside the visible book’s 
prongs and the individual visible record. to 
be brought together with the other records.

Integral with the mixer and driven from the 
same power unit, a 5-h.p. radiator-cooled 
diesel engine, is.a small barrel winch ‘similar 
to the ordinary builders’ friction winch. This 
machine has been specially designed to meet 
requirements where the mixed concrete has 
to be delivered at heights above: ground 
level, thus eliminating the use of an in- 
dependent winch. 


New Metal Preservative 


A metal preservative for painting and pre- 
serving the insides of cold water storage 
tanks has recently been produced by Solig- 
num, Ltd., 30, Norfolk-street, London, W.C. 
It is called tank black Norusto metal pre- 
servative paint, which is tasteless and odour- 
less when dry and need not affect water in 
any way. It is considered to be suitable 
for tanks containing drinking water, and 
can be used not only on metal tanks: but 
also on concrete and cement-lined tanks. It 
is claimed that the risk of sediment from 
the concrete has been eliminated. 


Low-level Silent Syphon 


‘A recently patented Iiin. silent syphon 
has been announced by Fordham Pressings, 
Ltd., Melbourne Works, Dudley-road, Wol- 
verhampton. It is constructed of heavy 
gauge drawn copper and brass and has been 
designed to embody only’ the essential mov- 
ing parts. This fitting has been developed 
to the British Standard . 1125:46 .specifica- 
tions. The model can be supplied with 
flushpipe and concrete brackets in 2, 24 and 
3-gallon capacity. The weight is approxi- 
mately 234 lb., and the syphon can be made 
mosquito proof if required.
